The 
enrollment of last fall was 1571 
and that of last spring was .1402.

Basketball's "Man of the Year" 
for 1950, Dr. Forrest C. "Phog" 
Allen of the University of Kansas, 
will be the principal speaker at 
the 3rd annual Basketball Coach- 
ing School to be held on North- 
western State College's campus 
September 28 and 29. 

The coaching school, the only 
one of its kind in the country, 
brings together some of the na- 
tion's top basketball figures. Last 
year Kentucky's Adolph Rupp at- 
tended the meet, preceded the 
year before by Cliff Wells of Tu- 
lane. 

Reputed to be the nation's 
number one "cage personality," 
Dr. Allen, in his 41 years of 
coaching, has acquired a record 
that merits him that title. Only 
Harold Anderson, of Bowling 
Green; Hank Iba, th Iron Duke 
of Stillwater; and Adolph Rupp, 
one of the doctor's most apt pu- 
pils who attended the NSC coach- 
ing school last year, top Allen in 
the all-time percentage tables. 
Allen is shooting for the 700-win 
mark and none of these have yet 
won 500 contests. 

Dr. Allen was one of the 
founders of the National Basket- 
ball Coaches Association and for 
many years he served as a mem- 
ber of the National Rules Com- 
mitee. One of his prime accomp- 
lishments was an almost single- 
handed effort in gaining basket- 
ball its first spot in the Olympic 
Games, at Berlin in 1936. 

This third annual Basketball 
coaching School is sponsored by 
the Physical Education Major's 
Club and is done as a service to 
the PE majors and as an educa- 
tional project for the coaches and 
PE instructors throughout the 
state. 

Also to be featured at the 
coaching school will be four Lou- 
isiana high school coaches; Aub- 
rey Cole of Kinder, Bill Lofton of 
Martin, R. L. Rupert of Meaux 
and Bill Baucum of Springhill.

For this week's edition represents absolutely the largest 
paper which can be printed on a weekly basis under the present 
financial set-up! -The same problem — that of finance — 
threatens to rather drastically alter the overall originality and 
quality of the 1952 POTPOURRI. 

The facts are these: During the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1951. the SAUCE fund built a deficit of over $1500, while the 
POTPOURRI, likewise went into the' hole, its deficit for that 
period being slightly over $2500. In other words, the total deficit 
of the Publications Fund was above $4000. . 

The principal causes for these deficit operations lie in the 
increased costs of printing, photographic expenses and engrav- 
ing charges. One has only to view the overall problems of 
publications of every kind in this country to realize that the 
question of financial stability is not only of grave import 
on our campus. During the past few. years, these problems have 
resulted in an astounding number of consolidations and com- ■ 
plete shut-downs of newspapers and other publications through- 
out the United. States. The costs have simply increased here as 
everywhere, but no increase in income has been forthcoming. 

However, it remains obvious that a further deficit must 
not and cannot occur this year to the detriment of the Student 
body and the entire college. 

To the distress of some students, advertising has been and 
is now (even though this week's SAUCE was forced to carry 
only national ads in lieu of contracts that must be fulfilled) at 
a maximum. No additional revenue for either Student publica- 
tion can be anticipated from this source; certainly there could 
not possibly be enough to even dent a $4000 deficit, if such 
w 7 ere possible again. 

The only other source of income which either the SAUCE 
or the POTPOURRI has is that portion of the registration fee 
which is allotted to them. This is obviously, then the place to 
correct the flimsy financial bases, if the student body wishes 
them corrected. 

At the present time, $4 is alloted to the publications fund 
each semester, $1 to the SAUCE and $3 to the POTPOURRI. 
At our interim meeting this summer, the Student Council, to- 
gether with the editors, business managers and the faculty ad- 
viser of the two publications, considered this problem of publi- 
cation finance very thoroughly and realistically. The result was 
a unanimous vote by this group favoring the presentation of an 
amendment to the Student Body Constitution at the initial 
meeting of the Student Senate. 

This has been done, the amendment has received approval 
by the Student Senate, and has been subsequently ratified by 
the Council. It is now to be referred to the Student body for 
approval or rejection. . 

The amendment would replace that sub-section in the Stu- 
dent Body Constitution (sub-section b, Section 1, Article m) 
which now covers the finance of publication and it reads as 
follows: "For the Spring semester of 1952 only, the publications 
fund shall consist of six dollars ($6) of each student's activity 
fee, with four dollars and thirty cents ($4.30) to be allocated 
to the Potpourri and one dollar and seventy cents ($1.70) to be 
allocated to the Current Sauce. Thereafter, this fund shall 
consist of five dollars ($5.) of each student's activity fee per 
semester, with three dollars and sixty-five cents ($3.65) to be 
allocated to the Potpourri and one dollar and thirty-five cents 
($1.35) to the Current Sauce. 

This amendment, then provided for a permanent increase of 
$1 in the publications allotment each semester, which further 
necessitates a permanent increase of that same amount in the 
registration fee, currently $11.25. For the spring semester the 
increase is $2, in order that the editors and staffs of this year's 
publications may be assured the necessary revenue for printing 
an eight-page SAUCE and a good yearbook. 

If this amendment is passed when referred to the Student 
Body this coming Thursday, the SAUCE will immediately re- 
sume the editing of an eight-page paper upon approval of the 
increase in registration fee by the State Board of Education, to

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Demons Fall to Lamar 32 - Miss Mary Giinn To Reign 

20 Despite Brilliant Passing As Queen At CENLA Game

An almost unstoppable Lamar 
Tech backfield piled up 404 yards 
through the Demon line for six 
touchdowns and a 32-20 win Sat- 
urday night in the NSC stadium. 

The long runs of Sam Carpen- 
ter, Roy Lierman, and Roy Duke 
probably had Coach Turpin long- 
ing for his lettermen linemen 
now in the military service. 

Although picking up only 111 
yards running, and with Bobby 
Davis and Joe Price Lancaster 
picking up only 31 yards between 
them, the passing of M. S. Ray 
was good for a total of 129 yards 
and two of the Demon touch- 
downs. The return of Johnny 
Emmons to the campus was also 
evident on the field, where, in- 
stead of doing the passing, he 
amused himself by taking three of 
Ray's passes for 51 yards and a 



touchdown, and by picking up 
54 yards and another touchdown 
running. 

Dan Poole collected another one 
of Ray's passes for the first De- 
mon score. 

The Cardinals took an early 
lead, scoring the first time they 
got the ball, but NSC came 
right back marching to the 
Tech 27, where Ray passed to 
Poole for the score. Davis con- 
verted to tie the score at 7-7. 

The visitors came back with 
two more touchdowns, but with 
seconds remaining before the 
half, Emmons went around end, 
and dived over for the second 
NSC score. Davis again kicked the 
extra point, narrowing the mar- 
gin to 19-14 at the half. 

The visitors took the third 
quarter kickoff, and marched 
down for their fourth score, and 



after a Demon drive stalled, 
moved across the field for their 
final touchdown. 

The Demon defense recov- 
ered to hold on downs at the 10, 
and Emmons picked up 22 
yards, taking a pass from Ray 
for 28 more yards to give North- 
western a first down on the 
44. Ray connected with Turner 
for 17 and then with Emmons 
again for the last 23 and the 
score. 

A Cardinal drive was deep in 
Demon territory when the final 
whistle sounded. 

The visitors' running attack was 
good for 19 of their 23 first downs, 
while the Demons collected a 
total of nine, but NSC did lead 
in the passing department with 8 
completions out of 14 tries for 
125 yards to the Cardinals' 63. 



NSC Students Vote Council Minutes 
Yes on Amendment 



Thursday, September 27, the 
Northwestern State College stu- 
dent body voted "yes" to the pub- 
lications amendment proposed by 
the Student Senate last week. 
Final returns of the election were 
"Yes," 412, "No," 339. 

This was a special election for 
an amendment to Article Vn, 
Section 1, Sub-section b of the 
Student Body constitution. As 
was, the section alloted $4.00 of 
each student's registration fee to 
publications, $3.00 of this to be 
used in publishing the "Potpour- 
ri" and $1.00 to issue the Current 
Sauce. 

The amendment will provide 
$6.00 of each student's 1952 
Spring Semester registration fee 
to be allocated to publications, 
$4.30 to be allocated to the Pot- 
pourri and $1.70 to be allocated 
to the Sauce. Thereafter, only 
$5.00 of each student's registra- 
tion fee will be alloted to pub- 
lications, $3.65 to the Potpourri 
and $1.35 to the Current Sauce. 
This will necessarily raise the 
1952 spring semester registration 
fee $2.00. Thereafter, the raise 
in registration will be only $1.00. 
Before the amendment goes into 
effect it must pass the State 
Board of Education which con- 
venes in the early part of Octo- 
ber. 



The Student Council of North- 
western State College met in a 
special meeting in Mr. Fulton's 
office Tuesday, September 25, at 
7:45 p.m. This meeting was called 
for the Council to act on a re- 
commendation from the Student- 
Faculty Publications Committee. 

The Publications Committe re- 
commended that the Student 
Council call a general election to 
determine the editorship of The 
Current Sauce. It was also re- 
commended that each of the two 
qualified candidates, Lucian Spa- 
taro and Winnie Dowden, present 
a trial issue of The Current Sauce 
before this election take place. 

Beryl DeLoach moved that we 
accept the recommendation of the 
Publications Committee with the 
following modification: that the 
Committee consider any other ap- 
plicant who should file prior to 
noon, Tuesday, October 2; and if 
any of these applications receive 
qualification by the Committee, 
each qualified applicant be per- 
mitted to edit a trial issue before 
the election. The vote was unani- 
mous.

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Final Registration Figures 
Show Expected Enrollment Dip 



Final breakdown of the North- 
western State College registra- 
tion figures show that there are 
162 more women than men en- 
rolled in the fall semester, ac- 
cording to Otis Crew, registrar. 
Of the total 1323 students here 
on the campus, 743 are women 
and 581 are men. 

Included in these figures are 
the 279 nursing students enrolled 
in the college. One hundred and 
thirty-four of these nurses are in 
the clinic areas of Shreveport and 
Alexandria. Not considered in this 
census are the 275 Air Force Ca- 
dets attending the Northwestern 
State College Clerk-typist School. 

An analysis of the registration 
totals of this fall and those of 
last fall show a decrease of 16% 
in enrollment. Mr. Crew attribu- 
ted this to two factors: (1) the 
present war situation; (2) the 
supreme court ruling that North- 
east Louisiana State College in 



Monroe and John McNeese State 
College in Lake Charles would be 
four year colleges, thus depriving 
Northwestern of the students 
from these two schools who us- 
ually transferred here to com- 
plete their college careers.

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Plans for the second nation- 1 
wide series of Selective College 
Qualification Tests have been an- 
nounced "by Selective Sen-ice 
Headquarters. The new series of 
tests will be given here at North- 
western State College on Thurs- 
day, December 13, 1951, and on 
Thursday, April 24, 1952 at 9:00 
4n the Pine Arts Auditorium. Ap- 
plication blanks will be available 
at the local draft board in the 
near future. 

As before, the criteria for de- 
ferment as a student are either 
a satisfactory score (70) on the 
test or satisfactory rank in class 
'(upper half of the freshman class, 
upper two-thirds of the sophmore 
class, upper three-fourths of the 
junior class). Seniors accepted 
for admission to a graduate 
school satisfy the criteria, if they 
stand in the upper half of their 
classes, or make a score of 75 or 
better on the test. It is not man- 
datory for the local boards to 
follow the criteria. 

Students whose academic year 
will end in January 1952 are 
urged to apply for the December 
13, 1951 test, so that they will 
have a score in their file when 
the local board reconsiders their 
case in January to determine 
whether or not they meet the 
criteria for further deferment as 
students. 

Application blanks for the De- 
cember 13, 1951 test must be post- 
marked not later than midnight, 
Monday, November 5, 1951. To 
be eligible to apply for the test, 
a student: (1) must intend to 
request deferment as a student; 
(2) must be satisfactorily pursu- 
ing a full-time college course; (3) 
must not previously have taken 
a Selective Service College Quali 
fication Test.

Dear Mr. Editor: 

From the earliest of American 
heritage citizens have fought for 
the idealistic "democratic" in- 
dividualism. This goal was sought 
after in such a degree that men 
forsook the economic and social 
protection of their homeland to 
embark upon the journey into the 
wilds of the new world — with the 
sole purpose being "freedom from 
oppression."

pects of education? Our society 
at NSC is threatened by the 
'order" from persons with that 
power which quells spontaneous 
— yet well grounded — defensive 
moves by my fellow students. 

Both the interests of the stu- 
dents and the interests of the 
faculty, are in accord . . . let's 
make NSC appealing to the fu- 
ture college students of this vicin- 
ity. 

Will they be satisfied in par- 
taking in non-rivalry, as ad- 
vanced by the attitude taken by 
some of the facutly? Can these 
future college students, who have 
enjoyed the Tech-NSC rivalry 
even as much as our own alumni 
and students, be expected to re- 
linquish the main cause of North- 
western school spirit? 

As for mine and many other 
persons opinion on the Hill con- 
cerning this abandonment of free 
and spontaneous 6chool spirit, we 
submit our respectful answer to 
the above question . . . NO! 

But to say "no" is not suffic- 
ient. To say that the situation is 
not one complimentary to the 
growth and spirit of this college 
is a mere statement of the facts 
obviously existing. 
The solution to the proper 



| change is the important factor. 

I To criticize without offering a 
suitable solution to the problem 
would be defeating the purpose 
of this letter. 

Therefore, the suggestion that 
a return be made to the status 
quo is offered. As an alternative 
possibility the construction of a 
joint student-faculty meeting of 



both Tech and NSC is presented 
as another movement toward so- 
lution of this problem. 

To that degree which the ma- 
jority of the students are repre- 
sented in this settlement will be 
that degree of the return of a 
campus spirit to our Northwest- 
ern.

Applications are now being ac- 
cepted for the 1952 Maid of Cot- 
ton contest. Any girl born in a 
cotton-producing state, who is 
between the ages of 19-25, in- 
clusive, has never been married, 
and is at least 5 feet 5 inches tall 
is eligible. Application forms can 
be obtained from the National 
Cotton Council, Box 18, Memphis, 
Tenn. They must be completed 
and returned along with two 
photographs — one, a head and 
shoulders view, and the other, a 
full-length pitcure. Entries must 
be postmarked no later than mid- 
night Dec. 1. 

The Cotton Council pointed out 
that girls do not have to be 
sponsored by a club or other or- 
ganization. Any girl who meets 
the contest requirements is eligi- 
ble to enter. 

Approximately 20 girls will be 
selected to appear at contest 
finals in Memphis, Tenn., Jan.

State Board 
s Raise 
In Reg. Fee 

The State Board of Education 
met in Baton Rouge October 22, 

1951 and approved the Publica- 
tion Amendment for Northwest- 
ern State College. This amend- 
ment voted on by the student 
body on September 27 provides 
that '"for the spring semester of 

1952 only, the publications fund 
shall consist of six dollars of each 
students activity fee, with four 
dollars and thirty cents to be al- 
located to the Potpourri and one 
dollar and seventy cents to the 
Current Sauce. Thereafter, this 
fund shall consist of five dollars 
of each student's activity fee per 
semester with three dollars and 
sixty-five cents to be allocated to 
the Potpourri and one dollar and 
thirty-five cents to the Current 
Sauce." This amendment will go 
into effect immediately.

The final decision of the At- *t 
torney General concerning the 
reimbursement of students in 
their loss during the recent burn- 
ing of the college laundry has 
not yet been received, 
i The college laundry and ma- 
chine shop were destroyed by 
fire on Oct. 21, while the ma- 
jority of the student body, facul- 
ty, and staff were attending the 
La. Tech-Northwestern State 
College game in Shreveport. The 
damage was estimated at $100,- 
000. 

The laundry and shop were a 
complete loss but approximately 
$20,000 worth of equipment was 
saved by Natchitocheans, work- 
ing under W. W. Wilson, super- 
intendent of the college grounds 
and shop, who estimated the loss. 

The insurance company cover- 
ing the laundry claims that it 
does not cover the students' laun- 
dry, fcut the matter was taken to 
the Attorney General for a final 
decision. President Prather is of 
the opinion that the Attorney 
General will rule that no reim- 
bursement will be made by the 
insurance company. 

In letters sent to all who lost 
laundry. President Prather ex- 
pressed the sympathy of the ad- 
ministrative authorities of the 
college and assured them that 
everything possible would be done 
to secure reimbursement. 'There 
are, of course," said the Presi- 
dent, "no funds in our budget 
with which these losses can be 
repaid, and it will be necessary 
for us to secure the consent of 
the State Board of Education and 
possibly that of the Legislature 
before this can be done in case 
the Attorney General should fin- 
ally rule that the insurance 
company is not liable for your 
loss." 

President Prather advised the 
students that if their parents 
have insurance against loss by 
fire on their homes and contents, 
the company with which this in- 
surance is carried is liable for 
their loss in case such loss does 
not exceed ten percent of the 
total amount of insurance car- 
ried on the contents of their 
homes. He asked that the stu- 
dents get in contact with their 
parents immediately, asking them 
about the matter. If there is no 
such insurance on their homes, 
the students were asked to have 
their parents send a statement 
to that effect. In that case the 
President assured them that 
every possible effort would be put 
forth to see that they were fully 
reimbursed for their losses. 

Bright and Son Cleaners, a 
Natchitoches shop, will do the 
students' laundry. The room at 
the north end of the dining hall 
has been set aside for the receiv- 
ing and sending of laundry. 
Someone will be there at all time 
to receive the laundry. It was re- 
ported that there will be only one 
delivery per week, and that will 
be on Tuesday. Prices will remain 
the same as those of the college 
laundry. Everyone will continue 
to have the same laundry num- 
ber.

JULIA MICHIEL'S CORSET DEPT. 
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Air Force Clerk-Typist At 1>.S.C. 
Saw Atomic Blast At Hiroshima 



Hisaso Matsumoto is a Japan- 
ese lad, 21 years of age, who is 
attending the Air Force clerk- 
typist school here at NSC. Six 
years ago he lived in the peace- 
ful little city of Hiroshima. Ja- 
pan. He saw his hometown die. 

Monday, August 6, found Hisao 
going to work in a factory which 
was about two and one-half 
miles from the center of his 
hometown. The time was eight 
a.m. A lone American B29 ap- 
peared overhead, but the people 
never worried about one bomber. 
About fifteen minutes later a 
bright yellow flash splattered the 
sky toward the center of the city. 
According to "Mat," as he is 
called by his teachers at NSC, the 
workers began to ask each other: 
"What was that?" 

It was the Atom Bomb. It was 
the descruction of their home- 
town. Mat look about three steps 
and was thrown to the floor. He 
then heard a loud explosion. He 
* doesn't remember how long he 
lay next to the wall of the fac- 
tory, but when he arose "every- 
thing was changed.' Doors, win- 
dows, and the ceiling of the fac- 
tory were gone, and he could see 
the sky where the factory had 
been. 

Finally "Mat" and 20 other 
students headed toward their 
homes. Many of the students 
could not find their homes and 
slept in the streets. The Matsu- 
moto home was still intact, 
though damaged, and Hisao's 
parents and younger brother were 
' alive. Hisao describes the dis- 
rupted and dying city as a city 
of "living ghosts." Transportation 
completely disrupted . . . black- 



ened hulks which wert Buildings 
. . . nauseating smell . . noans 
and cries of agony fr'.r.i 'piles of 
debris. 

About a week later, people 
"suddenly died" from the effects 
of the radioactive bomb. Hisao's 
father, in a weakened condition 
from a recent illness, died about 
two months later of the radio- 
activity. 



In Passing . . . 
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According to Hisao, even after 
the knowledge that one bomb 
Gould destroy so much, the Jap- 
anese people never thought of 
surrender. They never even con- 
sidered that possibility, and wherf 
the news came about two weeks 
later that the emperor had sur- 
rendered, the people could hardly 
believe it. After the war ended, 
"Mat" and his countrymen 
seemed to live day by day. He 
said he just "couldn't imagine 
what life would be like." 

His mother began to contact 
a friend in America, and in Feb- ' 
ruary, 1949, "Mat" was on his 
way to Sacramento, California. | 
Frightened and surpised on ar- 1 
rival, he stayed with an Ameri- 1 
can family and studied English I 
alone for awhile. Although he 1 
had finished high school in Ja- 
pan, he began again in an Amer- I 
ican high school, and finished in j 
about a year and a half. This ! 
was last June. Then "Mat" ' 
joined the Air Force. 

His amoition is to attend the 
University of California when his I 
Air Force enlistment is up. He | 
plans to study political science, 
and return to Japan to do foreign 1 
relations work between America 1 
and Japan. 

When asked his opinon of the ' 
United States, "Mat" smiled and I 
said, "I appreciate America and | 
the American people. We never j 
want to fight anymore." He went | 
on to say the Japanese people as | 
a whole were thankful to Ameri- I 
ca. 

"Mat" corresponds with his 
former Japanese teacher and 
friends, telling them about Am- 
erica, and they inform him of 
the many ways in which Hiro- 
shima is being rebuilt. 

Summarizing his feelings about 
America, "Mat" stated, "I am so 
happy to be in the United States 
now. I have never felt such a 
hospitality." However, the young 
Japanese lad is a little homesick. 
He likes the people here, the hos- 
pitality, the climate and many 
other things, but he still longs to 
see his old hometown once more. 

He watched it die in 1945. But 
now it has had a rebirth and 
Hisao Matsumoto. Pfc, USAF. 
would like to see the change.

BRITISH ELECTION 

According to the latest reports, 
the Conservatives in England 
have returned to power with 
some 25 or 30 seats more than the 
Laborites, thereby causing in this 
country the expressions of a vari- 
ety of opinions. Some have been 
heard to say that they "hate to 
see the Conservatives restored 
because they will probably be 
able to get even more out of us 
than the Labor Government did 
since they will be able to get 
along with us better." Others 
have called it a "great victory of 
free enterprize over the socialis- 
Itic 'welfare state." Still others 
hold that it was actually an .out- 
standing victory for Labor in 
that, despite the losing of Iranian 
oil, trouble in Suez and Egypt, 
lack of complete harmony with 
United States, and continued de- 
valuation of the Pound, it still 
was able to poll a plurality of the 
total popular vote, receiving some 
250 thousand votes more than the 
Conservatives, and ,in doing so, 
broke their own record set in 
1950 for the greatest vote ever 
given on party in a British elec- 
tion. 

England, in returning the Con- 



servaties to power, becomes the 
third country of the Common- 
wealth to reject socialistic gov- 
ernment after it had been in 
operation for some time. New 
Zealand and Australia each 
turned out Labor governments in 
1949 after they had held power 
for 14 and 9 years respectively. 

In spite of all this, however, it 
appear that no outstanding con- 
clusions as to the significance of 
these socialistic experiments can 
be drawn. Rather, about all that 
can be said is that the English 
people themselves are still unde- 
cided over the issue and are split 
right down the middle over it. 

ARMY JEEP 

Not only the veterans of the 
last war, but all the rest of us (or 
so I thought) have been well 
aware of the fact that the army 
jeep certainly was not designed 
with beauty and luxury in mind. 
However, it seems that this has 
not been general knowledge. The 
Supreme Court of Texas ■ — high- 
ly dignified and supposedly learn- 
ed body that is — has handed 
down a decision that the jeep is 
a vehicle "having neither beauty 
of line nor form." What an amaz- 
ing and profound observation!!

Cossack Choir 
To Appear Here 
November 17 

The world famous General Pla- 
toff Don Cossack Chorus, under 
the direction of Nicholal Kostru- 
koff, will appear in the Fine Arts 
Auditorium at 8:15 p.m., Novem- 
ber 17, 1951. The concert is 
sponsored by the Natchitoches 
Lions Club. 

The all male chorus is com- 
posed of the best vocal talent ob- 
tainable among the White Rus- 
sian emigres who have come to 
this country since 1928. Under 
the leadership of their fine di- 
rector, they have built up a re- 
pertoire that covers the extensive 
field of inspiring liturgical music, 
haunting folk melodies and bois- 
terous regimental Cossack songs. 

In the current program of the 
Cossacks, Gabriel Saloduhin, the 
intrepid performer, whose hair- 
raising dagger dance is one of 
the most exciting interludes in 
the program, is perhaps one of 
the most photographed Cossacks 
in the world. Soloduhim is fea- 
tured in the "Luzinka," a barbaric 
Caucsian dance which begins on 
the sad lilt of a peasant song and 
concludes in a wild dance of jubi- 
lation. With the entire chorus 
providing the vocal background, 
Soloduhin renders the dance with 
the daggers which never fails to 
stir his audiences. 

The Cossacks sang their first 
concert together 24 years ago in 
the Cathedral in Progue, Czech- 
oslavokia. They were invited to 
San Francisco Exposition in 1939 
and have been here ever since, 
except for two long overseas tours 
to sing for American troops. 

The Cossacks, all members be- 
ing American citizens, begin their 
season early in October and us- 
ually conclude their tour with an 
Easter concert in New York City. 
This season marks the thirteenth 
anniversary tour of the famous 
group, an attraction that is be- 
coming as familiar a part of the 
American scene as American 
baseball. 

The beauty of their voices, the 
magnificent and skillful dancing, 
make the Cossacks an unfailing 
attraction to be heard and seen 
again and again without losing 
any of the thrill of the first ex- 
perience. 

Admission will be adults, $1.20; 
children, 60c. The proceeds will 
be used to supply glasses for 
needy children and for support- 
ing the many other city projects 
of the Natchitoches Lions Club.

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NSC Speech Correction Unit 
Aides Area Speech Cripples 



It is not a well-known fact that 
there are more speech cripples in 
the United States than there are 
physically crippled, deaf, and 
blind persons combined . . . and 
that this number is between two 
and three million in the United 
States alone. 

Because of these relatively lit- 
tle known facts, many areas of 
the nation are beginning a be- 
lated, but earnest, struggle 
against the psychological and 
physiological speech disturbances 
which plague so many of the na- 
tion's children and adults. One 
of these relatively new centers 
for speech corrective work is lo- 
cated at Northwestern State Col- 
lege. 

The NSC speech clinic was be- 
gun in 1947 under the direction of 
Mrs. Quintilla Anders Lewis, who 
was replaced by Miss Irma Stock- 
well in 1948. It is located in the 
Fine Arts building on the campus, 
and has recently been expanded 
from the original office and clinic 
room to three clinic rooms ad- 
jacent to the original office. Ap- 
proximately 100 persons have 
been treated in the clinic to date. 

Miss Stockwell, professor of 
speech at NSC, holds her masters 
degree from the University • of 
Wisconsin, and is working on her 
doctorate from the same institu- 
tion. She has done special work 
in the nation's first cleft palate 
clinic located in Madison, Wis- 
consin, and served as speech cor- 
rectionist for the public schools 
in Jacksonville, Florida before 
coming to Northwestern. She was 
also head of the Department of 
Speech at Mary Baldwin College 
and at Georgia State College for 
Women. 

Each year between 30 and 40 
students are treated for various 
speech disorders in the NSC 
clinic. Miss Stockwell is aided in 
this work by Northwestern stu- 
dents majoring in the field of 
speech. The students begin work 
with clinic cases during their 
study of speech correction, an 
advanced speech course. Prior to 
this course the speech students 
are required to study phonetics, 
basic speech sciences, and vari- 
ous disorders of speech, their 
causes and cures. The anatomy of 
the nose, throat, mouth, and 
parts of the brain affecting 
speech are included in the stu- 
dies. 

During the past three years 20 





students who have studied speech 
correction have graduated from 
NSC. Of these, three are working 
on their M.A. degree, two began 
work at the Louisiana Spastic 
School in Alexandria, and others 
are teaching speech in Louisiana 
high schools. 

The NSC clinic treats disorders 
of various types. There are four 
general types of disorders. Those 
of rhythm, such as stuttering; 
those of articulation, including 
lisping, baby talk, and substitu- 
tions; those of phonation, in- 
volving the voice pitch, rate, and 
quality; and those of symboliza- 
tion, a relatively rare disorder 
such as aphasia, which involves 
difficulty in associating words, 
means, and symbols. 

The most common types found 
in the Northwestern clinic are 
articulatory disorders. The least 
common are disorders of symboli- 
zation, or aphasia. Stuttering 
cases are rare in the NSC clinic. 
Some of the disorders treated 
during the three-year life of the 
clinic are infantile perseveration 
(baby talk), cleft palate, stutter- 
ing, foreign accent, and sound 
substitutions, omissions, and dis- 
tortions. 

The majority of the clinic 
cases which have received thera- 
py by Miss Stockwell and her 
students have been children from 
the Natchitoches elementary 
school, located on the North- 
western campus. Others treated 
regularly include college stu- 
dents, Natchitoches high school 
students, pre-school children, 
and children from neighboring 



towns and parishes. 

"We concentrate on first grad- 
ers particularly in order to clear 
up their disorders before they get 
up in the grades and face addi- 
tional problems of age and associ- 
ations," Miss Stockwell explained. 
"We heartily approve of mothers 
who bring their pre-school age 
children to us to correct their 
speech before they begin school. 
We would like to stress a con- 
tinuance of this," she added. 

An overall picture of the clinic 
cases shows a greater majority of 
boys than girls being treated. 
Articulatory disorders outnumber 
all the rest, and the majority of 
the children are cleared up with- 
in a year's time. 

Accurate records of each speech 
defective clinic case is kept by 
the clinician treating the individ- 
ual. A recording is made of each 
speech defective accepted in the 
clinic when he enters, and when 
the speech disorder is sufficient- 
ly cleared up, a recording is made 
to compare the progress made by 
the student. Personal records of 
the student's birth, illnesses, in- 
terests, and aptitudes are also 
kept, and studied by the clinician 
in an effort to arrive at a con- 
clusion concerning the cause of 
the particular disorder. 

One of the most challenging 
cases to be treated at the clinic, 
according to Miss Stockwell, is 
that of a twenty-four year old 
veteran suffering from an ex- 
treme articulatory problem. The 
cause of the disorder is unknown, 
but the boy had grown up with 
almost no intelligible speech. His 



speech showed many sound sub- 
stitutions, omissions, and distor- 
tions. Months of patient work 
have resulted in noticable im- 
provement. Although his speech 
still is not perfect, he can now 
communicate easily. 

The clinic rooms are equipped, 
especially for smaller children, 
with various games and exercises 
designed to keep the attention 
and motivate the efforts of the 
students being treated. Bubble 
pipes for exercises for the cleft 
palate, association games for the 
younger children, puzzles for in- 
terest while pronouncing words 
and forming sentences, various 
student-made games involving 
oral speech and sentences from 
the children are all part of the 
equipment used in clearing up the 
speech and personality problems 
of the defective clinic cases. A re- 
cording machine is on hand for 
use in comparing the student's 
progress, and an audiometer is 
used for determining possible 
hearing losses of the cases. 

The priceless help given to the 
speech defectives of Natchitoches 
parish and all other students and 
children treated in the North- 
western clinic can hardly be 
measured. Teachers in the schools 
report rapid and new progress in 
school, loss of personality prob- 
lems and shyness with other chil- 
dren. Parents thankfully proclaim 
rapid improvement in spech-re- 
tarded children. The clinic cases 
themselves show pride and hap- 
piness in their new-found confi- 
dence and ability to communicate 
with other persons with whom 
they come in contact. 

Only through understanding 
and treatment of the problems of 
the speech handicapped can the 
old attitudes of ridicule, pity, and 
embarassment toward them be 
replaced. Only as parents, teach- 
ers, doctors, and citizens cooper- 
ate in procviding a general speech 
rehabilitation program will these 
millions of speech handicapped 
people throughout the nation re- 
ceive the help they so urgently 
need and deserve, Miss Stockwell 
said. 

And Northwestern State Col- 
lege is doing its part to alleviate 
one of the widely existing needs 
of American society . . . help for 
the Speech Defectives of the na- 
tion! 



Dr. Zelma Alden 
1st Recipient 
Of Fellowship 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 2 — Dr. 
Zelma Alden, resident in psychi- 
atry at Charity Hospital in New 
Orleans, today became the first 
woman to receive the Farnsworth 
Fellowship in Psychiatry. 

The award was announced by 
Dr. Loyd W. Rowland, executive 
director of the Louisiana Society 
for Mental Health, sponsors of 
the fellowship. 

Dr. Alden will receive $3000 
during her three-year residency 
at Charity, under the psyhicatry 
department of Louisiana State 
University. 

In return, she has agreed to 
spend at least one year on the 
staff of one of Louisiana's state 
mental hospitals after her special 
training. 

Dr. Alden turned to psychiatry 
after practicing pediatrics in 
Baton Rouge for nine years. 

"This doesn't represent as dras- 
tic a change as it might seem," 
Dr. Alden said in an interview 
after her appointment. "In treat- 
ing children, I found a great 
many situations between chil- 
dren and their parents that in- 
volved psychiatry, "so I have 
been interested in this field for 
a long time."

Did anyone notice last week 
that the lines in the dining hall 
were unusually long? I went one 
day to dinner at a time when 
there shouldn't have been any 
line at all and found one curled 
around by the wall. 

Then, too, did you notice the 
paper plates and the napkins on 
which we were served? Did you 
think like me that a catastrophe 
had happened and someone had 
broken all the dishes?

Of Netv Armory 
By Mid-December 

Tentative plans have been 
made for the completion of the 
much-needed R O T C armory 
which is situated behind War- 
ren Easton Hall across from 
Chaplain's Lake. The foundation 
and floor of the structure are al- 
ready standing. 

The pre-fabricated steel struc- 
ture of the armory is expected to 
be delivered the middle of this 
month. By mid-December, the 
shell of the building will probab- 
ly be complete, enabling the RO- 
TC to move in its equpiment. 
However, the interior will not be 
finished until a later date. 

The complete building will 
house an indoor rifle range, sup- 
ply rooms, offices, and classrooms, 
in addition to storage space for 
large guns and other equipment. 
New equipment, including a nine- 
ty milimeter gun, has been re- 
quisitioned.

Most clear-thinking, serious- 
minded people have recognized 
ever since he began his rantings 
that Senator Joe Macarthy of 
Wisconsin is an irresponsible, un- 
principled critic of all those who 
stand in opposition to him, striv- 
ing to discredit them through 
conviction by implication and, in 
so doing, to further his own sel- 
fish political ambitions. The lat- 
est development with which he 
was connected, however, suggests 
that maybe the doings of Mr. 
Macarthy need a little further 
investigation. 

It seems that a Mr. Charles E. 
Davis was convicted by a Swiss 
court of espionage activity and, 
as it turned out, he was the per- 
sonal agent of Senator Macarthy. 
His chief duty was to incriminate 
U. S. officials of Communistic 
sympathies. In accordance with 
this he had forged the name of 
a high Red official to a telegram 
sent to the U. S. Minister to 
Switzerland in which he compli- 
mented him highly. At the same 
time, it was revealed that the Re- 
publican Senator also has agents 
in Paris and perhaps other Euro- 
pean centers. It may well be 
asked exactly what is the extent 
of this "spy" ring and who is 
sponsoring it. Is the Republican 
Party behind it or do the funds 
come only from private sources? 
Or, is Macarthy the sole backer 
of the project? If so, where does 
he get the money? A Senator's 
salary certainly would not fin- 
ance it. A close scrutiny of the 
entire affair is certainly in order 
as, no doubt, would be the ex- 
pulsion of Macarthy from the 
Senate. 



In answer to the inane, am- 
biguous charge of Communist af- 
filiation, Mr. Boggs has a long- 
standing positive, unrefutable 
record of anti-Communistic acti- 
vity. Miss Grace and Perez are 
certainly well aware that the 
charges they have brought are 
completely misrepresentative of 
the truth. Yet they hope to make 
political capital of the magic 
words "Pinko," "Fellow-Traveler" 
etc. It is true that many will be 
taken in by this association of 
terms, however fallacious. 

Besides this formal charge 
against Boggs, a correlated effort 
is being made to brand him as a 
"Trumanite" and friend of the 
"outside" interests seeking power 
in the state, especially the Fed- 
eral "Socializers." The fact that

Dr. Jesse F. Williams, noted 
authority on health and physical 
education, will speak here Novem- 
ber 16 and 17 under the sponsor- 
ship of the Health and Physical 
Education Department of North- 
western State College. 

At a supper meeting Friday 
Dr. Williams will address the 
faculty and students of the 
Health and Physical Education 
Department. He will talk to three 
personal health classes and mem- 
bers of the Health and Physical 
Education Department at 3 
o'clock Saturday morning in the 
Library Visual Education room. 
All interested students are wel- 
come to attend this lecture. He 
will be the guest at a luncheon 
to be held in the Student Center 
at noon Saturday. 

Dr. Williams is a professor 
emeritus of education, and form- 
er head of the health and physi- 
cal education department at 
Teachers College, Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

He has directed and partici- 
pated in many studies and sur- 
veys of educational systems. In 
1936. he visited Central and 
South American countries as the 
first visiting Carnegie Professor 
in the field of physical education. 
While there he studied the na- 
ture and scope of health and 
physcial of our southern neigh- 
bors. 

During World War X, Dr. Wil- 
liams served in the Medical 
Corps, and afterwards worked as 
a Red Cross official in charge of 
recreation in hospitals. He is the 
author of several outstanding 
books on health and physical ed- 
ucation, and is past president of 
the Physical Education Society of 
New York.

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See Completion 
Of Science Bldg. 
In Early Spring 

The new $500,000 Physical 
Science Building, still in the con- 
struction stage, will be ready for 
use during the next semester in 
the opinion of Mr. A. G. Fournet, 
head of the department of physi- 
cal science. 

The new structure, located be- 
tween the west ends of the Home 
Economics Building and the 
Business Building, when com- 
pleted will feautre a ventilation 
system to heat, filter and circu- 
late fresh air. The same system 
will be used to cool the building. 
Flourescent lights will be install- 
ed throughout. The architect has 
been authorized to draw up 
plans and call for bids on furni- 
ture. It is hoped that by the time 
the building is completed, the 
furniture will have been pur- 
chased. 

On the first floor of the two 
story structure will be three 
lecture rooms, one of which will 
be equipped as a visual aids and 
lecture demonstration room. The 
second floor will have two lecture 
rooms, six large laboratories, and 
two small research rooms. Store 
rooms will be conveniently lo- 
cated adjacent to the labs. Four 
offices will be on the ground 
floor and three upstairs. 

The new building will be de- 
voted only to physical science 
courses. This includes courses in 
physics, physical chemistry, and 
the introductor courses in physi- 
cal science 105 and 106. The old 
science building will continue to 
house the biological sciences. 

Prior to July 1, 1951, there was 
only one science department at 
Northwestern. This department 
headed by A. G. Fournet included 
courses in biology, biological 
science, chemistry, physics, and 
physical science. 

Effective July 1, by action of 
the state board of education, the 
science department was divided 
into two sections, the biological 
sciences under Dr. W. G. Erwin 
and the physical science division 
under Mr. Fournet. Each depart- 
ment has a staff of six teachers 
and approximately the same stu- 
dent enrollment.

In The Library 

Among the newer books in the 
library is "The Disenchanted," 
the third novel written by Budd 
Schulberg, one of the most vig- 
orous and promising younger 
writers of our day. 

Manley Halliday was a striking 
figure in the Golden Age — the 
Twenties. He had everything, 
youth, ambition, wealth, fame as 
an artistic writer, social grace, a 
beautiful and talented wife and 
a flair for living. 

Ten years later, however, in the 
late thirties he was a broken man 
of a forgotten day. No one re- 
membered the famous and much 
sought after writer of a decade 
ago. This sad figure, threadbare 
spiritually and financially, lived 
on the very crusts of life, barely 
eeking out a living for himself, 
his young son and his once beau- 
tiful wife who has degenerated to 
a chronic, half-insane alcoholic. 

By chance, Halliday is given a 
thousand dollar a week position 
rewriting a light musical comedy 
for Victor Milgrim, famous Hol- 
lywood producer. Shep Stearn, 
fresh out of college and author of 
the play is to be Halliday's col- 
laborator. 

A trip back East to get the 
authenic settings for the movie 
is Halliday's undoing. Visiting the 
scenes of his earlier triumphs, 
forces him to realize the sense of 
his own failure as an individual. 
In the final tragic scene he sums 
up his whole life with the start- 
ling words, "Take it from me, 
baby, in America nothing fails 
like success." 

In this book, Schulberg at- 
tempts to contrast the idealogies 
of the 1920 era with those of our 
present day. Despite the fact that 
this is a sad exaggeration of rea- 
lism, he has done a good job with 
his characters. Hollywood reared, 
the author knows of the glitter, 
the big front and the sweet talk 
of the "movie capital" and his 
characters and their reactions 
portray his experiences. One gets 
the idea that Schulber is substi- 
tuting Shep Stearns in many of 
the scenes for himself.

A topic of universal interest 
these days, and the subject of a 
large percentage of service club 
speeches, concerns the morality 
(or lack of it) and standards of 
ethics in public life.

I don't know, though, why 
we'er so surprised (or, at least we 



faked or real) to learn the truth 
make a show of it — whether 
about this unhealthy situation. It 
seems to be me to "be a symptom 
rather than a disease. The roots 
go much further down. We're 
placing the emphasis in the 
wrong place. Let's face it! Before 
it can expect government officials 
to be completely aboveboard and 
honest in everything they do, the 
American public must adopt a 
stricter code of ethics for itself. 

We must do away with com- 
parable "accepted" practices in 
business. We must do away with 
the now-prevalent attitude that 
government is something to "get 
all you can out of." The basis for 
the lack of morality in govern- 
ment lies within the American 
public.

Louisiana has long been no- 
torious as a state in which cor- 
rupt politics have been the rule 
rather than the exception and in 
which corrupt politicians have 
been accepted as a matter of fact. 
However, at least one very en- 
couraging note, in the form of 
the Public Affairs Research 
Council, has now been introduced 
in our state. The organization, 
organized in March, 1950, is a 
completely non-partisan, non- 
political group. Its primary ob- 
jective is that of informing and 
representing the Louisiana citi- 
zenry as a whole on problems of 
state government which concern 
them. The Council has had a 
phenomenal success, due in large 
part, no doubt, to the fact that 
first-class professional research 
workers were secured to carry on 
its work. It has received excellent 
coverage by the newspaper on all 
the reports it has released; and 
the radio station, have likewise 
been very helpful in the dissemi- 
nation of the information secur- 
ed by its Research. The favorable 
publicity and general acclaim be- 
ing given the PAR Council is in- 
deed a bright spot in what has 
otherwise been a generally dismal 
political picture.

It is 
in the expression of that spirit that we find fault and 
the willful damaging of another's property is stretch- 
ing it a bit too far. 



These Facts Pertain To Us 

By today every Northwestern State College stu- 
dent will have received through the mail a letter from 
the Natchitoches Anti-tuberculosis League concern- 
ing the fight against this dreaded disease and how 
that fight is financed — the annual sale of Christmas 
seals. 

It is estimated that approximately five hundred 
persons in the United States now have active tuber- 
culosis. It is the leading cause of death from disease 
in all persons between the ages of 15 and 35. TB kills 
40,000 persons a year, 100 a day. It strikes 100,000 
new victims annually. It robs people of the prime of 
life and can destroy health even when it does not kill. 

Sixty per cent of all Natchitoches Christmas 
seal proceeds remain right here in the parish where 
they are raised. This annual sale supplies the funds 
for the local association in it important fight to con- 
trol and someday to annihilate TB in the community. 

The college student is smack in the midst of the 
age range which is most effected by tuberculosis and 
therefore he benefits most from the campaign to elim- 
inate the disease. It is proper, then, that he should 
shoulder a share of the cost of that fight. 



A recent report released by the 
Division of Administration indi- 
cates that "big government" has 
definitely come to be a reality in 
Louisiana. This report shows that, 
for the fiscal year ending June 
30. 1951, the state had a gross 
income of $361,770,538. This fig- 
ure is especially revealing when 
compared with revenue and ex- 
penditures of a few other recent 
years. Only eight years ago, fiscal 
year 1942-43, the total gross re- 
ceipts were only about $90,000,000 
or V* of this total. Total receipts 
for the years 1946-47 were $262,- 
500,000 or nearly $100,000,000 less 
than those of the year just past. 
In the last four years, then, total 
revenues have practically tripled. 

During the fiscal year 1950-51, 
$99,000,000 or 29%% of the total 
expenditure budget was spent for 
welfare. Contrast this with the 
$90,000,000 total for all items in 
the year 1941-43. In 1943, $24,- 
000,000 or 28% of the budget 
went for welfare. Even then, 
many were voicing a concern over 
the excessive amount being spent \ 
on this one item. The following 
quotation from a Shreveport 
Times editorial of that year 
(1943) seems to be, more than 
ever, applicable today: "With 



Pedestrian Beware! Did you 
know that in the three months 
now upon us ' — November, De- 
cember and January — the pe- 
destrian death rate is 40 per cent 
higher than the average for the 
other nine months? During the 
spring, summer and fall one pe- 
destrian is killed every 8 hours 
and 20 minutes. The interval be- 
tween pedestrian deaths is re- 
duced in the winter months to 6 
hours and 20 minutes. The start- 
ling increase in deaths is attribu- 
table to: (1) dark winter cloth- 
ing, making the person harder 
to see; (2) more traffic in hours 
of darkness: (31 increased holi- 
day travel, shopping, and drink- 
ing: and, (4) bad weather, slip- 
pery roads, etc. The leading pe- 
destrian actions causing fatal ac- 
cidents are: (1) crossing between 
intersections, (2) coming from 
behind parked cars, (3) crossing 
at intersections where there is no 
signal light, and, (4) playing in ' 
the roadway. Statistics show that, 
dust is the most dangerous time 
of the day for travel, both for the 
pedestrian and the driver. Dav- 



time is the safest and nighttime 
lies between the two extremes. ' 

Louisiana, in comparison wits 
other states, ranks rather well ini 
the number of traffic deaths per 
100,000 people living in the state, 
with only eight states having 
lower rates. However, in the num- 
ber of deaths per 100,000 vehicle.; 
miles traveled, there are thirty, 
five states with better records, in- 
dicating that our traffic death] 
rate based on population is lo\8j 
only because we don't travel as 
much as the people in most oil 
the other states.

Campus Views 

Do you think the minimum 
voting age should be lowered 
from 21 to 18 years of age? This 
question was posed to ifcc stu- 
dents this week in a poll taken 
to discover student opinion on 
this significant topic of contro- 
versy. 

In general, those questioned 
who were stopped in the Field 
House, Dining Hall, Library, and 
on the campus between classes, 
voiced two main convitions. A 
large number stated that if 18- 
year-olds are "old enough to 
fight; they are old enough to 
vote." The negative response 
argued that citizens under 21 are 
not yet mature enough to weigh 
the issues wisely. 

Cass Moss, a senior business 
major, stated, "Certainly those 
required by law to register for 
selective service and who are so 
vitally concerned with current 
policies and practices of the gov- 
ernment should have the same 
voice, same active participation, 
in the selection of individuals 
who are to represent them." 

A contradictory viewpoint was 
offered by Ronald Martin, Social 
studies major, who contended, 
"Since the establishment of the 
12 year high school system in a 
majority of states, most 18-year- 
olds are still in high school. 
Therefore, I believe that they are 
not yet ready to vote." 

"In many individual cases 18- 
year-olds are capable. However, 
since this is not general, I believe 
that 21 should be the minimum 
age," observed Leland Langridge, 
junior government major. 

An ail- force clerk- typist from 
Minnesota, Roy Woodhouse, 
maintained, "If they are quali- 
fied to fight in Korea they should 
be qualified to vote." 

On the other hand, Ralph D. 
Kelly, air force student airman 
from Massachusetts, says, "No — 
they don't know enough about 
world politics. The only part of 
the paper they read is the sports 
sections and the funnies." 

Lonnie Bennett, freshman phy- 
sics major, observed that "on the 
whole, they don't know the score. 
However, many 18 year olds are 
better qualified than those who 
now have the privilege." 

"If they are given the responsi- 
bility, I believe that a more active 
interest in government will re- 
sult," declared Chuck Castaing. 

Rudy Berlin, a senior in educa- 
tion, said, "No — because usually 
they are still too carefree to rea- 
lize the significance of the situ- 
ation, although many over 21 
have failed to do so, too." 

"Because at the age of 18. a 
person does not keep up with pol- 
itics, I thing his mind would be 
too easily swayed," noted Jimmy 
Hayes. 

"Ronnie Bonial, freshman pre- 
med student, stated further, 
"Their view could be one-sided 
because they failed to look at all 
points of the issue." 

Don Traber, senior business 
major, suggested that "all 18 
year olds in the service be al- 
lowed to vote." 

"The high schools at present do 
not prepare 18 year olds to be 
capable of voting, although they 
may in the future. Until then," 
contends Ben Duhon. "they need 
the 21 years of experience." 

"Nevertheless," concludes 
Johnny Dickerson, freshman In- 



dustrial Arts major, "it is no more 
dangerous to vote for your politi- 
cal leaders than to fight for your 
country."

What Determines Presentations 



A person comes to college to 
get an education, not study in 
just a single field, but a well- 
rounded education.

According to Towns, the com- 
mittee has no particular policies 
in selecting the artists, but at- 
tempts to get persons who will be 
of the highest possible cultural 
and educational value — those in 
the upper bracket of the enter- 
tainment world.

To give the members of 
the orchestra a better apprecia- 
tion of orchestral music is one of 
the main purposes of the orches- 
tra.

Same Old Story .... 

The freshmen; class meeting held last evening in 
the Fine Arts auditorium to elect that group's rep- 
resentative's to the Student Senate was another in the 
long line of poor exhibitions of student interest in 
student-body government on this campus. 

Fifty-two of the 579 freshmen enrolled here at 
Northwestern had enough class pride to attend and 
elect those candidates whom they thought were best 
qualified to represent their interests in the senate. 

It wasn't merely a poor turn-out. It was lack of 
interest all the way down the line. There was no pre- 
election campaigning and very little publicity. One 
was scarcely aware that there was an election. 

Where does the blame lie? At whom can the 
accusing finger be pointed? It was the duty of the 
Student Council to "talk the election up." They were 
well-aware — last spring when they were elected — 
that interest in campus government was dormant. 
Their main objective, this year, should have been to 
keep alive any spark of school spirit which the fresh- 
men might have .carried over from their high school 
days. It was the responsibility of the entire class of 
'55 to elect those best qualified from their ranks. 
After all, it is their voice in the school government. 

If, however, from this poor showing, the group 
elected is moved to work against this lack of school 
unity, the election can claim some measure of success. 
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Our opinion of Senator Joe 
Macarthy of Wisconson has al- 
ready been expressed but we feel 
that the latest development in 
"the Macarthy Affair" is worthy 
of comment. It adds to the al- 
ready great pile of evidence that 
Macarthy is not trying to do his 
country any service; nor is he 
concienteously looking for Com- 
munists in government and try- 
ing to expose them. Rather, his 
aim is to discredit all his enemies 
and gain for himself political 
prestige and power, and he is un- 
scrupulous enough to resort to 
any means to accomplish this 
end. 

Macarthy is, perhaps, the 
quickest person the Senate has 
ever known to attack other gov- 
ernment officials. Yet, in a re- 
sponsible investigation of any 
charges, he or someone else may 
have made, he is notably con- 
spicuous for his absence. About 
two years ago, Mr. Macarthy 
made the statement that: he had 
definite proof that 105 persons in 
the State Department were Com- 
munists. If this were true, the 
proper thing to have done would 
certainly have been to have 
turned it over at that time to the 
propert authorities so that the 
persons intimidated could have 
been discharged, a.nd formal, 
charges brought against them if, 
possible. 

A few weeks ago, former Sena- 
tor Millard Tydings of Maryland 
challenged Senator Macarthy on. 
this count. He offered Macarthy 
$5,000 if he would produce evi- 
dence for a Grand Jury on* any 
one of these 105 persons that he 
claims to have proof on. Macar- 
thy failed to make any response 
whatsoever to this challenge. Af- 
ter a reasonable length of time 
had elapsed, Mr. Tydings, in a 
defiant and bitterly sarcastic 
tone,' reiterated his challange, 
doubling the reward offered. As 
of this writing, Senator Macarthy 
has yet to give an answer of any 
sort. 

It has been our contention 
that standards of ethics in gov- 
ernment are largely taken from 
those prevalent in the business 
world. The following story con- 
cerning ethics in business is 
amusing, but the underlying im- 
plications may be rather serious. 

It seems that the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau was putting on an 
"ethics in business" clinic and 
the program had reached the 
question - and - answer stage. A 
middle-aged man, who looked 
just a little on the dull side, stood 
up and posed a question: "I'm in 
business with a partner, but he 
is out to lunch. A customer comes 
in and, in paying for his pur- 
chases, accidentally drops a hun- 
dred dollar bill on the floor. He 
takes his purchases and leaves. 
Now here is my question: 'Should 
I tell my partner about the hun- 
dred dollar bill?'" 

Some Startling Statistics 
(The following figures were 
Condensed from statistics com- 
piled and released by the National 
Association of Tobacco Distribu- 
tors) 

1,290,000 lbs. of tobacco are 
consumed in the United States 
yearly. 

Over 1,000.000.000 cigarettes 
per day are smoked in the U. S. 

Cigarette consumption has 
doubled in the last decade. 

$6,000,000,000 per year is 
spent in the United States on 



cigarettes. Nearly this much is 
spent on the various other forms 
in which tobacco is used. 

Approximately $500,000,000 
yearly is spent on book matches. 

85 per cent of all homes have 
at least one smoker. 

Every year the Federal govern- 
ment alone collects $1,500,000,000 
in cigarette taxes. 

The average male smokes 7% 
packs of cigarettes per week; the 
average woman smoker, 5. 

If the average smoker would 
save and invest only the money 
he spends on tobacco, he could 
retire at 65 on a $100 per month 
pension for life. 

(What with the ever-increas- 
ing number of nicotine slaves 
and the new Federal tobacco tax, 
it appears that the present trend 
is going to continue, with more 
and more "going up in smoke.")

Nat, Organizations 
Offer Fellowships 

The National Academy of Sci- 
ences — National Research coun- 
cil has announced several large 
national fellowship programs for 
the academic year 1952-53. The 
Academy, organized at the re- 
quest of Abraham Lincoln to ad- 
visfe the government on matters 
scientific, with the Council its 
operating agency, initiated the 
first national program of fellow- 
ships over 30 years ago. Since 
then many other nation-wide 
programs have been added. Fel- 
lowship programs now offered are 
sponsored by the National Sci- 
ence Foundation, Merck and 
Company, Inc., the Lilly Research 
Laboratories, the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, Rockefeller 
Foundation, the National Tuber- 
culosis Association, and the Am- 
erican Cancer Society. 

Applications for fellowships are 
evaluated by boards appointed by 
the National Research Council. 
There are fellowships in the ag- 
rciultural, biological, engineering, 
mathematical, medical, and phy- 
sical sciences at both the pre- 
doctoral and postdoctoral level. 

A large national program of 
predoctoral fellowship sponsored 
by the National Science Founda- 
tion is offered for the first time. 
These fellowships are open to 
anyone eligible to begin or con- 
tinue graduate study during the 
1952-53 acedemic year. The aim 
of these awards is to promote the 
progress of science by offering 
opportunities for further study to 
large numbers of students of out- 
standing ability in the sciences 
who might not otherwise be able 
to fulfill their desires for ad- 
vanced training. The tenure of a 
fellowship is for one year and 
can be arranged to begin at any 
time after July 1, 1952, but must 
not be later than the beginning 
of the academic year of the in- 
stitution of the Fellow's choice. 
Senior science majors are special- 
ly urged to apply. Applicants for 
these fellowships will be required 
to take a Fellowship Record Ex- 
amination which will be admin- 
istered at approximately 175 se- 
lected centers throughout the 
United States on January 18, 
1952. Stipends will range from 
$14,00 to $1,600 plus tuition and 
laboratory fees. In certain cases 
grants will be made for depend- 
ents. Applications for fellowships 
for the academic year 1952-53 
must be received in the Fellow- 
ship Office of the National Re- 
search Council by January 7, 
1952.

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Overhaul Overdue 

In 1935 the present system of 
heating for the campus of North- 
western State was installed. Be- 
cause of the process of building 
and installing the line, the under- 
ground pipes were in pretty bad 
condition in 1944. In 1949, the 
State Board of Education ap- 
proved a renovation of the entire 
utility system of the college, but 
failed to appropriate funds for 
the project. 

The board contracted the V. J. 
Bedell Engineering Company 
from New Orleans to come to 
Northwestern and make a survey. 
Members of the firm worked with 
Mr. Ed. Brown, who is in charge 
of the college power plant, and 
then presented their report con- 
taining three recommendations 
to the State Board. The board 
approved one of the recommenda- 
tions, which called for rebuild- 
ing certain portions of the sys- 
tem, repairing other parts, and 
putting in a generating unit at 



the power plant. 

A new gas generating unit 
would have cost approximately 
$100,000.00, but fortunately one 
was obtained from a government 
surplus supply for about 5 per 
cent of the original cost. When 
the unit was installed last April, 
the total cost was $40,000.00, as 
compared to the original estimate 
of a total outlay of $246,000.00 

Meanwhile nothing has been 
done toward furnishing funds to 
put in the new heating system 
and lines. Recently, however, 
sections of the lines heating four 
of the buildings gave way, and 
had to be replaced. A temporary 
job was done, and Mr. Brown re- 
ports that tentative plans are be- 
ing made to rework the whole 
section of lines between the 
science building and Caldwell 
Hall. Mr. Brown stated that ap- 
proximately one third of the ma- 
terial needed to do the job is on 
hand, and $10,000.00 more is 
needed for the project. He does 
expect, however, to have in a new 
steam line by next winter.

Somewhat in contrast to the 
actions of General MacArthur 
which led to his dismissal from 
his post of supreme command in 
the East is the way in which 
General Eisenhower continues to 
remain completely apart from 
everything in the political field. 
Even though many have been 
booming him for the presidency, 
the General has remained wholly 
non-committal as to his political 
views, aspirations, leanings, etc. 
On his recent visit to this coun- 
try he again stressed that he was 
not a candidate for the presi- 
dency. "I have never had any 
political aspirations — period," 
he told reporters. When asked if 
it would be correct to say that 
he would not be a candidate un- 
der any circumstances, he re- 
plied: "Of course you can't say 
that. I'm doing a job. That's my 
statement . . . I'm here for one 
purpose only — to talk military 
affairs with my superiors in the 
Pentagon and elsewhere in Wash- 
ington." 

Recently, Representative W. 
Sterling Cole (R.-N.Y.) took a 
secret poll among the Republican 
members of .the House on their 
choice for the presidency. Sena- 
tor Taft, an announced candidate, 
received 71 votes; General Eisen- 
hower received 54. The General, 
upon being informed of the re- 
sults, replied to Cole thus: "I 
would be less than the human If 
I did not feel flattered to know 
tb.at certain of your colleagues in 
the House feel that I have the 
necessary qualifications to fill the 
highest post in our country." He 
also expressed his appreciation of 
"your sympathetic understanding 
of my present position." This was 
a reference, presumably, to his 
refusal to talk politics so long as 
he heads the North Atlantic Pact 
army. 

Many observers believe that 
the General will return to this 
country early next year and cam- 
paign actively for the Republican 
nomination to the presidency.

"WOULD YOU WORK FOR 
$100 AN HOUR? Here's how you 
can make more than that in less 
than an hour!" This is the head- 
ing of a full-page political ad- 
vertisement which appeared in 
the November issue of the Louisi- 
ana Schools magazine, the offici- 
al organ of the Louisiana Educa- 
tion Association. It is an open 
and frank bid for the support of 
all persons employed in Public 
Education — more than that, it 
amounts almost to attempted 
bribery. "William J. 'Bill' Dodd. 
when elected Governor," it says, 
"will give all persons employed 
in Public Education a minimum 
cost-of-living salary increase of 
12% per cent. Figure what your 
raise will be . . . The surest way 
to get better education and a 
better break for the teaching pro- 
fession is to elect Bill Dodd Gov- 
ernor." It continues. "So tell 
your friends, your family, and 
your neighborhood to vote for Bill 
Dodd." 

Without making any attempt 
whatsoever to judge the merits of 
Mr. Dodd's platform or his qual- 
ifications, the criticism is certain- 
ly valid that such an advertise- 
ment has no place in what is 
supposed to be a professional 
journal. Even though acknow- 
ledgement is made that it is a 
political advertisement paid for 
by friends of Bill Dodd, it is 
written as an appeal by a group 
f teachers to other members of 



According to a recent report, 
Russia has begun a resettlement 
project which will eventually 
bring some 3,000,000 Chinese into 
Silesia, formerly an important 
German territory. According to 
the report, the "colonists" are be- 
ing brought into the mountain- 
ous, iron and coal-rich province 
to work in the steel industries. 
The rather obvious purpose of the 
project is to frustrate German 
hopes of regaining their lost east- 
ern provinces through saturating 
them with a Mongolian popula- 
tion and, by so doing, to greatly 
diminish the prospects of their 
ever being included in any future 
re-unified Germany. 

This Russian move to trans- 
form the "Eastern Ruhr" into a 
corner of Asia seems to be in 
answer to a campaign now going 
on in Western Germany — a 
campaign which seeks to bring 
about the ultimate reclamation of 
all German territories which 
have been annexed by Russia 
and her Satellites. The Germans

Not only does he have the same 
name as the famed little bearded 
Yankee general, but he claims to 
be his decendent. What the re- 
lationship is, young Mr. Grant 
does not know, but he is sure 
some kinship exists somewhere. 

Eighteen-year-old Uslysses, Jr., 
doesn't seem very impressed with 
his illustrious Yankee ancestor 
who commanded a garrison here 
during the Civil War. In fact, he 
says he's glad people don't call 



him "Ulysses" or "Grant." 

"Most people call me Jerry," 
he said, but could give no good 
reason for this name. "But since 
I've been in the Air Force I'm 
called Useless' quite often." 

Young Ulysses likes Natchi- 
toches and Northwestern State 
College very much, even in spite 
of the plague of "Confedratecapi- 
tis" which has swept onto the 
campus from other parts of the 
South. The little gray Rebel caps 
perched on student heads don't 
seem to bother Grant at all. He 
particularly likes the weather and 
friendliness here. "Even to a per- 
son from New York with my 
name, everyone is very friendly," 
he smiled. 

Grant came to Northwestern 
from the Air Force Base at Samp- 
son, N. Y., where he said he was 
adaquately warned about coming 
into the Deep South. So far 
young Grant is quite safe here in 
this Rebel stronghold. But he 
might feel a little worried, for he 
insists that one of the Southern- 
ers at Sampson who issued him 
fair warning was named Robert 
E. Lee.

One such rarity has lately 
come into the book world in the 
form of "Little Britches," by 
Ralph Moody. It is the story of 
the Moody family who, in 1906, 
moved from New Hampshire to 
Colorado because Father Moody 
had tuberculosis. The story is

told by his son, who is 8 years 
old at the beginning and 11 at 
the end. It is almost devoid of 
dialogue and is composed with 
the simplicity and directness of a 
letter home. The treatment is 
everywhere effective. There is 
much humor and much comedy 
along with the tragedy (and there 
is tragedy), but all are handled 
with great delicacy and restraint. 

There is no plote, as is the case 
in the lives of most boys of 8-11. 
A lot can happen to a boy in 
three years, but hunger and 
hardship are no great worry to 
him unless the worries are origi- 
nated in his elders. Father and 
Mother Moody were workers, not 
worriers. Drought, fights over ir- 
rigation water, crop failure, and 
loss of livestock were adventures 
to this family, not tragedies. 

If Westerns are your meat and 
drink, this should satisfy. The 
same is equally true if Westerns 
are not on your reading list at 
all. "Little Britches" does con- 
tain all the elements necessary 
for a Western classic. Actually, 
there is more West in this book 
than there is in most Westerns: 
but it is completely without the 
artificiality so often found in 
them. 

The book has reality and au- 
thenticity, especially in its ap- 
proach to people. The warm fa- 
ther-son relationship gives the 
book substance, for Father Moody 
was full of advice for a son who 
often needed but seldom wanted 



it. Minor characters in the book 
may be accused of being stereo- 
typed, for it must be admitted 
that they are drawn in rather 
broad outlines! Cowboy Hi is the 
typical knight of the cattle coun- 
try; Two Dog, the Indian, comes 
straight from the original tepee; 
and even Mother Moody is touch- 
ed with universal characteristics 
of motherhood. There is nothing, 
however, in the sketching of these 
characters that detracts from the 
charm of the whole. 

Edward Shenton is the illustra- 
tor. He also illustrated another 
famous book about a boy, "The 
Yearling." Judging from the re- 
sults, he must have enjoyed his 
work. 

"Little Britches" has thus far 
been heartily recommended as a 
good book by the nation's fore- 
most reviewers. If you still need 
to be convinced, simply mention 
the title to a friend who read it, 
and watch the smile spread over 
his face.

We have mentioned previously 
the notoriety which has accom- 
panied Louisiana politics per- 
petually throughout the past few 
d<Bca'dtesV As - usual/ our. current 
gubernatorial race is' receiving an 
undue amount of unfavorable na- 
tion-wide publicity. In a recent 
issue of Life Magazine there is 
a picture story entitled "Louisi- 
ana Road Show" which plays up 
the more sensational and unor- 
thodox aspects of the campaign. 
.The whole affair is presented as 
resembling more a "county fair" 
or circus than a political race. 
One large picture shows Cliff 
Liles, an unknown candidate, 
.standing on a stump with a rou- 
lette wheel in his hands "plump- 
ing way for legal gambling," 
through which means he hopes to 
be able to increase the old-age 
pension to $100 per month and 
provide a pension for "everybody 
who applies for it." Another 
Dudley J, the "Hadacol Man," 
with his complete Dixieland jazz 
band "selling himself as he sold 
his medicine." Kermit Parker, the 
Negro candidate, is shown talk- 
ing to a group of Negroes, where, 
the caption reads, "he has 
stopped to pick up a few votes." 
A large picture is presented of 
the "Mansura Incident," at which 
Earl Long heckled Hale Boggs 
until a Boggs supporter and he, 
except for interference of by- 
standers, would have had a 
scuffle. Pictues of the more re- 
spectable candidates are included 
but, of course, not much is said 
of them. 

It is indeed regrettable that 
such conditions as these persist in 
our state which magazine pub- 
lishers and others may exploit for 
their own purposes (it sells their 
publications because the reading 
public demands such), and thus 
bring ill renown upon our state. 
One by-stander was heard to 
comment on the article thus: 
"Well, another 'black eye' for 
Louisiana." 



Frank McKinney, National 
Democratic Party Chairman, 
would have us believe that Presi- 
dent Truman is now tired of 



"being sold down the river" by 
his subordinate officers. Great 
number of fraudulent tax officials 
have been dismissed and Presi- 
dent Truman this week cut short 
a vacation trip in Florida to fly 
back to Washington, supposedly 
to undertake a thorough "house- 
cleaning." This fact is rather 
amusing since one of the Presi- 
dent's more obvious faults has 
been his insistence on remaining 
loyal to .his "shady" political 
friends even after • they have 
been proven guilty of incompe- 
tence, misuse of office, or other 
irregular and improper actions. 
Numerous instances of this loyal- 
ty could be cited — Harry 
Vaughn, his . Pendergrast pals, 
O'Dwyer of New ■ York, Frank 
Boyle, etc. Even Caudle, the 
ousted head of jthe Tax . Fraud 
Prosecution Bueau, was defended 
until a very short time ago. An- 
other strange "coincidence" is the 
fact that Frank McKinney. him- 
self, was able to make some $7£,- 
000 profit on a $1,000 investment 
in a deal with the government. 
When questioned about this mat- 
ter, he insisted that no "illegal" 
acts were committed. Yet there 
appears to be little doubt but 
that his "inside information" 
and "influence" were important 
factors in the deal. 

President TrumarTs sweeping 
changes certainly are coming too 
late to be very convincing to 
many people. He cannot claim ig- 
norance to the tactics of pres- 
sure groups and "influence ped- 
dlers," because he has had special 
experience in which he gained an 
intimate knowledge of them. As a 
Senator during the early years of 
the war. he was chairman of a 
committee which investigated 
lobbying rather thoroughly. The 
following conclusion of the com- 
mittee reveals a keen insight into 
the details of their operation. 
"For obvious reasons, no contract 
is made between them (lobbyists 
and clients) , and in most 
instances there is no express con- 
versation with respect to the use 
of influence. Those who seek to 
take unfair advantage of their 
Government are no more likely to 
say so, even to their intimates, 
than criminals are likely to ad- 
mit their crimes or to character- 
ize their acts . . . but their- actions 
cannot be condemned too severe- 
ly." Because of this previous 



knowledge, Mr. Truman should 
have been in a position to cope 
with this situation long before 
now.

"Silent night, holy night, all is 
calm, all is bright." As you listen 
to the words of this beautiful 
song around Christmas time, do 
you ever wonder where it origi- 
nated, who first sang it? Have 
you ever thought and wondered 
about the millions of people be- 
fore your time who have sat 
around an open fire before a 
tinseled tree and softly harmoniz- 
ed this old song? 

"Silent Night" was written over 
a" hundred and thirty years ago 
by a priest in a little Alpine vil- 
lage. Father Mohr had wanted to 
be a musician when he was a 
child, but, after the death of his 
parents, he went to live with the 
vicar of a cathedral, and became 
a priest. 

As Father Mohr sat by his fire 
on December twenty-fourth, 1818, 
an old mountain woman knocked 
on his door. She had come to tell 
the priest that a baby had been 
born to the wife of a poor char- 
coal-maker and that the young 
couple wished for him to come 
and bless the infant. Quickly 
Father Mohr dressed warmly and 
followed the woman through 
deep snow into a forest and then 
up a steep, rocky slope. 

Father Mohr felt strangely 
moved as he stood in the ram- 
shackle hut and gave both the 
infant and mother his priestly 
blessing. Going back down the 
mountain alone, disconnected 
thoughts kept running through 
his mind, and, upon reaching 
home, he sat down to put these 
thoughts on paper. When dawn 
broke. Father Mohr had writtefi 
a poem. 

Living in this little village was 
Franz Gruber the teacher who 
had also wanted to be a musician 
but had followed the will of his 
parents and became a school 
teacher. The two young men of- 
ten got together and harmonized 
with the aid of Joseph Mohr's 
guitar. It was to his friend Gru- 
ber that Mohr took his poem, and | 
soon the teacher had set the 
words to the music of the old 
guitar. 

So it was on Christmas Day. 
1818. that the village children 
stood in the streets and listened 
to the first rendition of "Silent 
Night." 

At that time organ building was 
a secret art. and then the break- 



down of an organ was a serious 
thing. So when something went 
wrong with the organ in the vil- 
lage church, help had to come 
from another province. The most 
famous organ builder of that 
time was Karl Mauacher and it 
was he who came to repair the 
organ in Mohr's church. When he 
was done, he asked Franz Gruber 
to try it out. Gruber obliged, and 
soon he and Father Mohr were 
singing "Silent Night." They 
sang it again, and, then, again 
and when the organ builder left 
the village, he too, knew the 
beautiful song. 

When Mauracher returne'd to 
the village, he too knew the 
the village children. Among these 
i children were the four Strasser 
children: Caroline, the oldest; 
Sepp and Andreal, who came 
next; and little Amalie, the 
youngest. They were the children 
of a glove maker, and they loved 
to sing. They heard Father 
Mohr's song and liked it and be- 
gan to sing* it. 

One day father and mother 
Strasser sent their four children 
to the fair to sell gloves. The chil- 
dren were very proud to be 
trusted with the precious gloves 
and were very happy to go. Upon 
their arrival at the fair, however, 
they were frightened by the bust- 
ling crowds and all the noise. 
They decided to sing to keep up 
their courage, and soon a crowd 
had collected to hear them, for 
they had beautiful voices; and 
even if little Amalie was too 
small to pronounce the words 
correctly, she never missed a note. 
The song they sang most often 
was "Silent Night." 

One day at the end of the fair 
an elderly gentleman asked the 
children if they would like to ap- 
pear in a concert. They refused 
and returned home as soon as 
the fair closed. 

They had hardly gotten settled 
at the fair the next year before 
the old gentleman once more ap- 
proached them, this time with an 
offer to attend a concert, and 
this time he made no mention of 
their singing. They accepted and, 
on the appointed day, arrived an 
hour ahead of time. 

Hesitantly they entered. ' and 
when they presented their cards 
to the doorman, he led them to 
four plush seats right beneath the 
orchestra platform. The program 



was the most glorious that the 
four children had ever attended, 
and they sat spellbound listen - 
tog to .the thundering music. 
When they had time to glance 
around, they found that the very 
elite were present in the audience 
including the King and Queen of 
Saxony. 

Then the music was stopped, 
and Mr. Pohlenz, the man who 
had invited the children to the 
concert, came upon the stage. 
Slowly he announced that there 
were four young children in the 
audience and that they had the 
most beautiful voices that he had 



ever heard. Would they perhaps 
come upon the stage and sing a 
song or two for his Majesty the 
King? 

For a moment the children 
were too shocked to move, and 
then they slowly rose and march- 
ed to the stage. They didn't want 
to sing before this great crowd, 
but they couldn't refuse the 
King. Sweetly the children broke 
into song, their stage fright dis- 
appearing with the first note. 
When they had finished, there 
was a moment of reverent silence 
and then thunderous applause. 
The song? It was "Silent Night."

SCHEDULED FOR FEBRUARY 6 




Wednesday, February 6, at 8:15 
p.m. "The Slavenska Ballet Vari- 
ante" will be presented in the 
Pine Arts Auditorium. This is the 
third in the Artist Series pro- 
grams which are scheduled to 
appear at NSC. 

Mia Slavenska, internationally 
popular Croation ballerina, with a 
company of ten outstanding ar- 
tists will present a program of 
Russian Ballet and American 
folk dances. 

Madame Slavenska was born in 
Slavonski-Brod in Yugoslavia. 
She received her training at the 
Royal Academy of Music in Zag- 
reb and in Paris. At the age of 
16 she made her first gala per- 
formance at the opera house in 
Zagreb with her own dance en- 
semble in a program entirely ar- 
ranged and choregraphed by her- 
self. 

From this performance she 
rapidly ascended to stardom. In 
1936 she won first prize in the 
Dance Olympied of that year's 
Olympic. She became prima bal- 
lerina of the Russe de MOnte 



Carlo in Europe and toured Am- 
erica with them in 1940. In 1945 
she organized her own dance 
company in the United States. 

Mia Slavenska has held stellar 
roles in the ballets "Gesille," 
"Swan Lake," "Gaiete Parisien- 
ne," "Scheherezade." "Sylph- 
ides," "Coppella," "Nut Cracker," 
and "Spectre de las Rose." She 
played the star role in the motion 
picture "Ballerina." 

As choreographer, her own 
works for ballet include such 
productions as Schoenberg's 
"Transfigured Night," "Schuber- 
tiana;" Bruch's "Violin Concerto" 
and Cesar Frank's "Symphonic 
Variations."

In Passing . . . 

Shelton Robinson 



Overshadowing all else through- 
out Louisiana as this week's Sauce 
goes to press is the Gubernatorial 
election, the polling for which is 
today. The Korean War, the 
Presidential race, corruption in 
government on the national level, 
etc., have all been relegated to 
the background for the moment 
as the voters decide who will rep- 
resent them in the Governor's 
Mansion, in the House of Repre- 
sentatives and in local govern- 
mental offices. 

Realizing the seeming tendency 
of the electorate to wreck all the 
designs and schemes of the poll- 
sters and dopesters of political 
battles and to send away their 
predictions, I am, nevertheless, 
going to stick my neck out and 
give an analysis and a forecast 
of the Governor's race as I see it. 

Spaht and Boggs will be the 
top two men, as Governor Long 
has predicted. Judge Spaht is re- 
spected highly in his own area 
and should be able to poll some 
votes which have been anti-Long 
in the past. Also, the Governor, 
in spite of some loss of prestige 
by high taxes, political breaks, 
personal feuds, etc., still has a 
great following of loyal supporters 
which should be enough to give 
Spaht a plurality of the votes in 
the first primary. The anti-Ad- 
ministration vote will be divided 
among several of the other can- 
didates, and a combination of 
these in the runoff election should 
be sufficient to enable Boggs to 
surpass him and win the nomi- 
nation. 

McLemore looms as a dark- 
horse candidate with a possible 
chance of getting into the second 
primary, but Boggs' fine Con- 
gressional record (the "Truman- 
ite" label will hurt him slightly) 
and his long list of influential 
supporters will more than likely 
forestall any last minute upsurge 
of McLemore as a reform candi- 
date. Kennon will also poll a 
large vote, most of which would 
probably otherwise go to McLe- 
more. 

Dodd should receive a fairly 
sizeable vote from nearly all sec- 
tions of the state and will prob- 
ably edge out Kennon for the 
fourth spot, since Kennon's sup- 
port is not quite so general, and 
will be split with McLemore. The 
rest of the field might look some- 
thing like this: LeBlanc, Grace, 
Liles, and Parker.

Political Journal 
Features Article

One of the three outstanding 
American political journals, The 
Journal of Politics, in its current 
issue carries a lengthy article en- 
titled "Abortive Louisiana Con- 
stitution Convention, 1951" by 
William C. Havard, assistant 
professor of government at 
Northwestern State College. 

In the article Havard surveys 
the constitutional movement and 
the attempt last year to make the 
new constitution. Particular em- 
phasis is given to the Louisiana 
Law Institute and its excellent 
efforts for a new constitution are 
compared with the present docu- 
ment. 

Havard, who worked for the 
Louisiana Law Institute as a l'e- 
searcher in 1946-'47, -attempts in 
the article to assess reasons for 
the failure to hold a convention in 
the state last year.

Sweeping the Northwestern 
State Demons off their feet on 
the first two plays of the game, 
the Southwestern Bull Dogs sim- 
mered down shortly thereafter 
and gradually fell behind to go 
home in defeat 76-60. 

The early minutes of the first 
quarter resulted in a fast and 
furious brand of basketball, but 
with five minutes gone the action 
slowed up considerably. At the 
end of this period the Demons 
took the lead and never lost it 
for the remainder of the ball 
game. The score at the end of 
the first ten minutes was Demons 
17 — Southwestern 13.

Student Loans 
Are Available 
Beginning Today 

The short range loan fund 
sponsored by hte student govern- 
ment here at Northwestern, goes 
into effect today. With the loan 
fund now in operation a student 
may borrow up to $10 for a period 
of thirty days. Students wishing 
to take advantage of this may 
qualify as follows: 

First, to be eligible for a loan, 
a person must be a regularly en- 
rolled student at Northwestern 
carrying at least 12 hours. The 
student wishing to borrow money 
must then get an upperclassman 
to endrose the loan for him. The 
third step will be to contact Rudy 
j Berlin, Student Body Executive 
I Treasurer. Berlin will sign the 
I check after the endorser has 
signed a form along with the 
'borrower, and he will send the 
borrower to Mr. Robert Easley 
who will countersign the check, 
which may be cashed at the 
treasurer's office in Caldwell Hall. 

At the end of a month's dura- 
tion (30 days) the borrower must 
repay the money plus a fifty 
cents service charge. A fine will 
be charged for delinquent pay- 
ments. All delinquent loans will 
be turned over to the registrar 
one month before the end of the 
respective semester for appropri- 
ate action. 

No person who is affiliated with 
a loan which is outstanding, 
either as endorser or borrower, is 
eligible to participate in another 
loan.

The 15th annual high school debate tournament this past week- 
end was considered by college speech officials as the most success- 
ful meet to be staged on the Northwestern campus. Some 270 stu- 
dents from 15 high schools attended the meet. 
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Let's Get Together . . . 

Student government has not always been a part 
of the educational system. In our schools it was a nat- 
ural outgrowth of our love for the democratic way. 
As such, it is government representative of the views 
and opinions of the governed and those who govern 
are their "voice." 

At Northwestern, student interest in student 
government is dormant. Yet, student government does 
exist because the Student Council and the Student 
Senate do meet. However government which func- 
tions without knowledge of the views of the governed 
is functioning improperly and that is the situation on 
this campus. What we have is student government 
officers legislating according to their own personal 
views. 

There is one way in which the student is made 
aware of the doings of the Student Council and that 
is the publication of the minutes of the meetings of 
this body in the Current Sauce. This is mandatory 
according to the student-body constitution. There is 
no provision for the publication of the meetings of 
the Student Senate. The only way in which student 
government can become aware of student opinion is 
to be told by the individuals or to go directly to them 
and ask them. 

We doubt if any of the above has taken place 
on this .campus in a long time. Surely the students 
nave formed opinions about the present laundry sys- 
tem, the dining hall situation, the spending of stu- 
dent-body funds. Why not take them to the source 
where they will do the most good — the student 
government. 

The student-body officers should do all they 
possibly can to learn the student's stand, even though 
the students fail to volunteer this information, be- 
cause this is their .chief function and they were aware 
of the low ebb to which student participation in stu- 
dent government has sunk when they ran for office. 

What is needed is student-body interest in what 
student government is doing and student government 
interest in what the student-body wants. Is that so 
difficult? 



A. Little Consideration 

With the new dietician, Miss Bess Vinson, ar- 
riving Thursday to assume the management of the 
college dining hall, we recommend a vote of thanks 
to Mrs. Mammie Younger who has been "filling in" 
as head dietician since the resignation of Miss Dryer 
last November. 

That there is still room for improvement in the 
dining hall situation is common knowledge. That 
there was improvement under Mrs. Younger's man- 
agement is also factual but not readily admitted. 

All too few students knew that Mrs. Younger 
had in her employment student dieticians rather than 
experienced help. She also submitted specific recom- 
mendations for improvement in the preparation and 
the serving of meals. Some of her ideas were stifled 
for one reason or another, some were put into effect 
and some are still being considered by the "powers 
who rule." 

The process of serving three meals a day, seven 
days a week throughout the school year involves more 
than the mere preparation of food. Meals are planned 
weeks in advance and any one reason, ranging from 
failure to receive delivery of certain items on specific 
dates to failure to receive items in usuable condition, 
can disrupt a meal schedule. There is also the super- 
vision of the kitchen help and the student servers and 
pencil work which is never finished. 

This is not written in defense of dining hall die- 
ticians in general and Mrs. Younger in particular. 
However, a little thought will show that the person 
who is blamed when things go wrong is not necessari- 
ly the person who is at fault. 



Thoughts For The Visitors 

In considering a college education, one must 
realize that it is four more years devoted to study. 
To counterbalance this, the student must acquire in 
this span definite skill in a chosen field which will 
make him more valuable than the person who went 
from high school right into the same field. He should 
not expect to "rate" because of his diploma, but he 
should be able to rise quicker once he has learned the 
particulars of a certain business. 

Also important is the experience one acquires in 
Jiving away from home. College life should produce 
a more mature personality because the student is 
.constantly made to cope with different people and 
trying situations. 

These are the important things about a college 
education. The extracurriculars should or should not 
be investigated depending on how much time the stu- 
dent must devote to- his studies. They are part of the 
college life but should in no way interfere with the 
mam purpose of the student — to acquire a specific 
education. 



Council Minutes 

The Student Council of North- 
western State College met in a 
regular meeting Thursday Janu- 
ary 31, at 6:15 p.m., in Mr. Pul- 
ton's office in Caldwell Hall. Don 
Jones, president of the Student 
Body, presided. All members of 
the Council were present. 

Jones reported that Mr. Easley 
has the money for the Student- 
body Loan Fund. He asked for the 
Council's opinion as to whether 
or not we should go ahead and 
lend the money before the pub- 
licity is out, since the Current 
Sauce will not be published until 
February 12.

Ed Bacilla reported that the 
Senate passed our recommenda- 
tions concerning attendance of 
Council members, Senate mem- 
bers, and cheerleaders; voting 
power of freshman officers and 
the change in time of inaugura- 
tion of Student Body officers. 
The Council passed unanimously 
the recommendation that awards 
be withheld from Council and 
Senate members who miss three 
consecutive meetings or five over- 
all meetings during the year and 
Irom cheerleaders who do not 
perform at all home football and 
basketball games and at all Fair 
games. This recommendation, 
passed by the Council and the 
Senate, becomes a by-law im- 
mediately. 

The Council passed, by a vote 
I of 4-1, the recommendation that 
freshman student government of- 
ficers be given full voting power 
their second semester in office.

The final event, the 400 yard 
relay, decided the winning team. 
Robert "Duke" Voorhees, ace De- 
mon sprint man, came from be- 
hind to catch his opponent in the 
final lap. Seemingly, both boys 
touched the finish line at the 
same instant, but the judges 
ruled in favor of Navy. 

Navy also took top honors in 
fancy diving, as Milton Davis out- 
pointed NSC's Jack Gaston. 
Davis, who swam for Texas U. 
prior to enlistment in the Navy, 
is one of the top divers in the 
South. He is soon to go to Anna- 
polis, where he will begin train- 
ing for a tryout to the Olympics.

Block, a native of Chicago, is 
an experienced player with a fine 
record.

Final Reg. Figures 
Show Decrease 
In Enrollment 

The usual drop in registration 
figures for the spring semester 
occurred at Northwestern State 
College last week when the final 
number of students was computed 
by the office of the Registrar and 
released Saturday. 

The drop is much smaller than 
usual, however, with 1280 stu- 
dents registering for the spring 
semester, as compared to a total 
of 1319 students for the fall 
semester. 

A breakdown of the figures 
finds the women outnumbering 
'the men by 190, with 545 men 
and 735 women enrolled. 

The school of Education leads 
the academic-school field with 
658 students. The school of Ap- 
plied Arts and Sciences is second 
with 492 enrolled, and the school 
of Arts and Sciences trails with 
130 students. 

Freshmen registered total 455 
students, Sophomores, 329. There 
are 222 juniors and 232 Seniors. 
Forty-two persons are enrolled as 
special students. 



The Department of Social 
Sciences of Northwestern is this 
year offering the second in its 
series of educational study tours. 
The tours, beginning in August, 
are of three weeks duration, and 
cover a road distance of approxi- 
mately 5,000 miles. 

Three semester hours credit 
in geography may be earned by 
completing one of these tours, 
and preparing a short paper 
related to what was seen and 
noted during the trip. The de- 
tails of this work may be ar- 
ranged with the instructor who 
accompanies the group. 
The fees for the tours are set 
as follows: Eastern Tour, $187; 
Western Tour, $175. Covered by 
the fee are such major expense 
items as transportation, lodging, 
and admission to many places of 
tourist interest. The individual 
pay for meals and for personal 
expenses. 

Designed primarily for students 
and teachers of geography, these 
tours, which are taken in modern 
buses, are open also to non-stu- 
dents who wish to take advantage 
of a rich and profitable experi- 
ence at a minimum expense. 

LeRoi Eversull will acom- 
pany the group on the east- 
ern tour and George A. Stokes 
will direct the tour through the 
West. Both are assistant pro- 
fessors of geography at North- 
western. Eversull was in charge 
of the successful eastern tour 
last summer. 

In general the itinerary for the 
eastern tour is as follows: 
through Mississippi up to Chat- 
tanooga, Tennessee, on through 
the Smoky Mountains into North 
Carolina and the tobacco lands, 
then into Virginia and Washing- 
ton, D.C.; to Philadelphia and on 
to New York; to Boston and up 
"to Niagara Falls and a short 
jaunt through Canada to Detroit; 
from Detroit to Chicago, to Cape 
Girardeau, Missouri, and back to 
Natchitoches. 



Student Council Dates Spivak 
For Annual Spring Formal 



Charlie Spivak and his orches- 
tra have been contracted to fur- 
nish the music for the annual 
spring formal on Friday, April 4. 
Spivak, currently slated as "The 
Man Who Plays The Sweetest 
Trumpet In The World" is the 
leader of an eight-year old band 
which rocketed to topflight sta- 
ture so rapidly that it now ranks 
among the kings in the enter- 
tainment world. 

High-lights in Spivak's career 
are 20th Century Fox's "Pin-Up 
Girl" starring Betty Grable and 
"Follow The Boys" for Universal. 
He has made many box-office 
records created at the Paramount 
Theater in New York, the Hotel 
Statler in New York, the Pallad- 
ium in Hollywood and other top 
entertainment spots. Spivak's 
playing is so solidly established 
for its individuality that it can 
be identified whenever it is 
heard. 

Born in New Haven. Connecti.- 
cut, Spivak got his first trumpet 
while still in grade school.

This issue of the Current Sauce, is six pages be- 
cause there was not enough news last week to fill 
eight pages. By this is meant that the editor checked 
his sources of information, assigned to the staff news 
leads which were available and then put out a paper 
in keeping w;th the amount of copy on hand. 

There may or may not have been enough news 
concerning this campus to fill eight pages. However, 
it wasn't available to the Current Sauce. Last fall 
this editor asked the cooperation of the entire campus 
in furnishing him either the leads to their activities 
or the written articles because he did not have the 
staff to cover the entire campus. As yet, there has 
been little response. 

This paper was not ready to enlarge to an eight 
page edition last fall when the students voted in the 
"traditional" eight page Sauce because just previous 
to the election the editor then told the student-body 
through an editorial that only three people were 
putting out the bulk of what was then a four page 
paper. 

The above problems have been present for quite 
a while and must be remedied. However it will take 
some time. People must be shown that when they do 
volunteer information, it will be given consideration 
and this is proven when the story appears in the 
paper. 

For a Current Sauce to be printed, the editor 
must meet with his staff twice a week. At the first 
meeting the reporter is given an assignment and at 
the second meeting the assignment is due. When one 
considers that most extracurricular activities on this 
campus carry not only credit hour but also awards 
and trips and are seasonal rather than year-round, 
it is easy to see why an editor would be hard-pressed 
to find a responsible staff. They are a few students 
who are willing to work simply for "the pleasure 
they derive from their work" but locating them takes 
time. 

This editor appeared before the Student Coun- 
cil last week and told them of his plan to print only 
that number of pages for which he had copy until 
such time as he has worked out a reliable system of 
news information and an active staff. This body 
agreed insofar as they went on record approving a six 
page paper temporarily. 

We are singing this "sad song" to the student- 
body to make them aware of a situation which is very 
real and which, if not remedied, will be the gradual 
death of the Current Sauce.

"THIS IS BROTHERHOOD WEEK— dedicated, 
under the auspices of the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, to appraising our progress 
toward an ideal which, more than any other, moti- 
vates Americans in their dealing with each other and 
with all the world. 

If we could embody in a word the sum of 
what we stand and strive for as a people, that 
one word 'brotherhood' would come closer than 
any other to defining our philosophy and our 
aspirations. If words or phrases like "democ- 
racy" and "free enterprise" fall short of con- 
veying to our own people, and to others, the 
essence of the American ideal it is because they 
are political and economic words, therefore 
limited in scope. What they describe are only 
the best means to an end: the end itself is 
brotherhood. 

We fail, of course, to achieve perfect brother- 
hood. Each of us fails, too often, individually; all of 
us fail, in too many areas of life. But slowly and 
stumblingly, as men always make progress toward a 
high goal, we inch toward brotherhood. 

To that ideal are dedicated many a major and 
minor holiday — Independence day to the brother- 
hood of American .citizenship; Community Chest 
week to the brotherly responsibility of each of us to 
the less fortunate; our highest religious holidays to 
the brotherhood of mankind. 

But we do well to take a week each year to em- 
phasize brotherhood for its own sake, and to examine 
our progress toward it, and to dedicate ourselves 
anew to the practice of it, and to resolve to go farther 
faster toward its attainment."

Council Minutes 

The Student Council of North- 
western State College met in a 
regular meeting February 14, at 
6:00 p.m.. in Mr. Fulton's office 
in Caldwell Hall. Don Jones, 
president of the Student Body, 
presided. All members of the 
Council were present with the ex- 
ception of Carolyn McLean. 

Lucian Spataro, editor of the 
Current Sauce, asked the Council 
to support him in the publication 
of a four-page paper until he can 
rebuild a staff which has the 
ability to put out an eight-page 
paper. He asked that provision be 
made for awards to Current 
Sauce staff members. Spataro 
recommended, too, that the con- 
stitution be amended so that the 
business manager's percentage on 
advertising collections would be 
low enough that it would neces- 
sitate his providing enough ad- 
vertising to make an eight-page 
paper profitable in order to re- 
ceive a full-time scholarship. 

The Council discussed these 
suggestions at length. 

Leland Langridge moved that 
the Student Council approve a 
Current Sauce of not less than 
six pages temporarily due to the 
lack of student and faculty in- 
terest in the publication of the 
paper. ~ Cas Moss seconded this 
motion and the motion carried 
by a vote of 5-1. 

Langrdige moved that we re- 
commend to the Student Senate 
that we amend the constitution 
Article 7, Section 3, sub- section c, 
entitled Publications, as follows: 

The editor of the Current Sauce 
shall be paid in accordance with 
an eight or a ten-period payment, 
according to whether or not the 
Current Sauce is published dur- 
ing the summer, and the editor of 
the Potpourri shall be paid on a 
nine-payment basis.

The business manager of 
the Current Sauce shall be paid 
in accordance with an eight — 
or a ten-period scholarship pay- 
ment according to whether or not 
the Current Sauce is published 
during the summer, and the 
business manager of the Potpour- 
ri shall be paid on a nine-pay- 
ment basis.

The Speech Department has re- 
leased the debate schedule for the 
spring semester.

When it comes to "ballhawk- 
ing," you might expect a Byrd 
man to be adept at the art. At 
Northwestern State College this 
is true. This Byrd man (or ex- 
Byrd high school man) is darting 
Sammy Booras, a little basket- 
ball player who gives all oppen- 
ents a good case of worry when 
he is on th« court. 

Sammy, a junior at NSC ma- 
joring in physical education, is a 
graduate of Byrd High School in 
Shreveport. Standing 5 feet, 6 
inches tall, he is one of the short- 
est players on the Northwestern 
squad. 

Nobody would ever take Sam- 
my Booras for a basketball play- 
er — until hte little speedster is 
seen in action on the court. Small 
men are purportively always fast, 
but Sammy moves about the 
hardwood with a speed that 
amazes friend, foe and fan alike. 
Sometimes he finds himself 
guarding two or three men at 
once as he darts about with arms 
slashing and grabbing for the 
ball. 

It is not unusual for Booras to 
intercept four or five passes a 
game, steal the ball from startled 
foes repeatedly, pounce on half- 
dozen loose balls, and somehow 
appear to be everywhere at the 
same time. A guard, Sammy often 
shoots and if he misses, he darts 
in to follow up the shot, coming 
out of a mass of towering giants 
rapidly dribbling the ball. 

Sammy didn't come to NSC to 
)e a basketball player. According 
to Coach Charles (Red) Thom- 
as, the little Shreveporter was 
noticed playing intra-mural bas- 
ketball, and the qualities which 
make him outstanding showed up 
at once. He has been playing a lot 
of varsity ball at Northwestern 
ever since. 

Coach Thomas says that Booras 
is unusually good at "picking up 
loose balls" and worrying the of- 
fense as it works in for the bas- 
ket. 

At the early part of this season 
the little basketeer was averag- 
ing around six points a game and 
was playing only about half of 
each contest. Against Northeast, 
back in December, Sammy hurt 
his leg and was on crutches over 
a week. This slowed him down 
for a few games, but of late he 
has exhibited that old flash that 
has endeared him to the crowds. 

Sammy doesn't shoot very 
much; most of the time he is 
passing the ball around on of- 
fense, but when he does fire away 
at the basket, his aim is usually 
true. 

The little ballhawk is Shreve- 
port's only representative in 
Northwestern basketball. It is a 
small representation in quantity 
and size of player, but this is 
more than compensated for by 
Sammy Booras' extreme desire to 
win, coupled with a keen compe- 
tive spirit and high degree of 
team play. He demonstrates very 
well that little men still have an 
important part in the "game of 
giants."

"Your Annual Report — Tomb- 
stone or Evidence of Life?" is the 
latest of a series of articles pub- 
lished by Dr. Robert O. Baker, 
charter member of the Shreveport 
chapter of the National Associa- 
tion of Cost Accounts, and associ- 
ate professor of business adminis- 
tration at Northwestern State 
College, Natchitoches. 

Dr. Baker's articles, along with 
a companion article on "Current 
Trends in Annual Reports" by 
Samuel E. MacArthur, controller 
of the Federal-Mogul Corporation, 
Qetroit, appears in the February, 
1952, issue of THE CONTROL- 
LER, national publication of the 
Controllers Institute of America. 

In this latest article, Dr. Baker 
points out that too many annual 
reports recite the vital statistics 
without making them vital, in- 
teresting, and intelligible. Far too 
many, he says, are "like tomb- 
stones." The NSC professor con- 
tends that annual reports begin 
speaking through a revitalized.

HS Social Studies 

The social studies department 
at Northwestern has recently 
been sending representatives out 
to high schools in this area in an 
attempt to discover what is being 
taught in the schools in the way 
of social studies. 

This is being done to further a 
better correlation between the 
work in the college and the high 
schools. The visitations are made 
to classes in history, civics, and 
geography mainly, but in a few 
cases, alsot to courses in econom- 
ics and sociology. 

Dr. Kyser head of the social 
studies department, said that the 
teachers from the college are the 
students mainly and they are not 
trying to "show the high school 
teachers how it should be done." 

Participation in these visits is 
by all members of the college de- 
partment. Dr. Kyser is attempt- 
ing to visit the 8th grades to as- 
sist in a better program for 
teaching Louisiana social studies. 

"Thus far, the results have 
been interesting to the college de- 
partment. In view of the courtesy 
and cooperation shown we be- 
lieve that the teachers and others 
in the high schools are receptive 
to the idea. It is altogether 
possible that as a result of these 
visitations and discussions, some 
constructive suggestions for a 
better 8th grade program will be 
made," said Dr. Kyser.

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BIENVENU, COMBS EDIT MANUAL 
FOR MICROBIOLOGY LAB COURSE 



Thia semester a laboratory 
manual co- authored by Mr. Ralph 
M. Combs, associate professor of 
biology and Mr. Rene J. Bien 
venu, Jr., assistant professor of 
biology, is being used in the 
microbiology classes and is prov- 
ing to be very satisfactory. 

This manual, Laboratory Man- 
ual for Microbiology, has been 
used for several semesters in the 
mimeographed form, but this 
is the first time that it has been 
published in the printed form 
and sold in the book store. 

Mr. Combs began work on the 
manual in 1948 when the nursing 
program was instituted here at 
Northwestern because there were 
no laboratory manuals available 
on the market which could be 
used satisfactorily for the nurs- 
ing microbiology course. Since 
this course is more advanced 
than the microbiology course of- 
fered in most hospital schools for 
nurses and requires the student 
to do more laboratory work, the 



manuals which were available 
were not adequate. The original 
draft for this new manual was 
revised several times by Dr. 
Combs and Mr. Bienvenu. 

The Laboratory Manual for 
Microbiology by Combs and Bien- 
venu differs from other labora- 
tory manuals on the market in 
that it is concerned chiefly with 
those bacteria which cause di- 
sease and are, therefore, of 
special importance to the nurse.

In The Library 

"An American Tragedy," the 
basis of the recent movie "A 
Place in the Sun," reveals the 
pitiful life of a boy of the lower 
middle classes, Clyde Griffiths, 
born of a father mentally weak 
and a strong though untrained 
mother, both of that peculiarly 
narrow religious zealotry mani- 
fest in itinerant street preachers. 

He left this life of storms and 
troubles to acquire wealth and a 
social position. In seeking this 
position he met moral ruin. Theo- 
dore Dreiser, the author, believed 
that Clyde's downfall was due to 
the American economic system 
and he presents a strong indict- 
ment against that system. If 
Clyde had had the privileges of 
wealth and social position, he 
would never have been tempted 
to a moral decision and his con- 
sequent ruin. 

The setting of "An American 
Tragedy" is the early twentieth 
century. in Kansas City, Chicago 
and Lycurgus, New York. 

Reality is displayed by all the 
characters. The principle charac- 
ters are Clyde Griffiths; Roberta 
Alden, his mistress; Samuel Grif- 
fiths, Clyde's wealthy uncle: and 
Sondra Finchley, a society girl 
whom Clyde loves. 

The novel, probably Dreiser's 
best, is a powerful document on 
the theme of social equality and 
lack of privilege. 

The social apathy and irony of 
life are seen in the final scene 
laid in a western city at night 
wherein the opening is repeated. 

Another young lad, this one 
Clyde's nephew, forms a part of 
an identical street mission under 
the leadership of the aged grand- 
father and grandmother — an- 
other American tragedy in the 
making.

MEMEMTOS PART OF CAMPUS SCENE 



Since the beginning of time, 
peoples and institutions and na- 
tions have left for coming gener- 
ation some earmark by which to 
remember them. Stephen Foster 
left us "Jennie With The Light 
Brown Hair" which all of us sing 
today. And who in America does- 
n't know of Rockefellow and his 
contributions to society. Rome 
and all her glory left a civiliza- 
tion for which generations to 
come will marvel. Students and 
alumni of Northwestern were and 
are no different in this respect 
for in 1913, the summer class pre- 
sented the first memorial, a mar- 
ble tablet set in copper, and elec- 
troliers to the college. Thus be- 
gan the traditional presentation 
of gifts to the college by the 
senior class. 

That same year the Dealists 
and Palladuims classes contribu-

ted the first two lamp-posts lo- 
cated near the entrance of the 
college after one enters the gates. 
In 1914. and 1915 the classes of 
the Normal Lights and Naviga- 
tors, along 'ft'ith other classes, 
added the remaining lamps along 
the walk from the main gate to 
Caldwell Hall. 

Someone must have decided 
that old glory wasn't flying high 
enough for the class of 1919, do- 
nated a 90 foot flagstaff to the 
then State Normal College. The 
class of 1925 certainly wanted to 
be remembered. Who could fail 
to have noticed the fish pond 
just behind Caldwell Hall which 
they left. 

Funds for the circular concrete 
benches between the Home Eco- 
nomics building and the Business 



building, which are now being 
constructed were left by the sum- 
mer class of 1948. The 1949 class 
contributed to the building of the 
iron lace entrance sign at the 
college gate. The official bulletin 
board at the east entrance of the 
Student Center was left by the 
1950 graduates and the class last 
year presented the "Columns" 
placque. 

Probably these gifts have been 
insignificant to you for, perhaps, 
the fact that such contributions 
as fish ponds and lamp-posts 
were made by graduating stu- 
dents was not known to you. But 
the next time you are walking 
over the campus, notice some of 
the earmarks of past classes and 
see if "something to remember 
me by" doesn't strike a familiar 
cord.

Over a hundred thousand dol- 
lars worth of renovation, repair 
work, and improvement is to be 
done on the Northwestern camp- 
us during the next few months, 
according to Griffin Taylor, 
purchasing agent for the college. 

At present, an $18,000 remodel- 
ing job, begun only yesterday, is 
being done on the interior of 
Kate Chopin, sophomore girls' 
dormitory. The residents have 
been removed from Kate Chopin 
and placed in other dormitories 
until the work is completed. 

Kate Chopin is being complete- 
ly renovated as well as receiving 
new roofing. New hardwood floor- 
ing will replace the old asphalt 
tile. A paint and plaster job of 
the entire building will be in- 
cluded and the rest rooms will 
receive needed repairs. All this 
work will be finished by -May 1, 
in the opinion of Mr. Taylor. 

As soon as the work on Kate 
Chopin is completed, Carondelet, 
also a sophomore girls' dormitory, 
will receive the same treatment. 

When the college gets the ap- 
proval of the State Board of Ed- 
ucation, a contract will be let for 
new college laundry equipment, 
worth approximately $47,500. The 
laundry, to be installed in one of 
the old boys barracks, will be one 
of the most modern laundries in 
the state, capable of serving at 
least 1800 students. 

A $10,000 contract has been let 
to the Alexandria Ventilating 
Company for blower type venti- 
lating systems in the Business 
and Home Economics buildings. 
The systems, said Mr. Taylor, 
should be completed within the 
next 90 days.

Mississippi Southern's conquer- 
ing cagers added the first annual 
Gulf States conference tourna- 
ment crown to their stack of 
laurels Friday evening as they 
surged from behind to edge a 
hustling and inspired Demon 
quintet in over-time, 77-74. 

Nick Revon, stellar package of 
dynamite, blasted the goal for 35 
points as he guided his team to 
victory. With two minutes and 30 
seconds remaining in the fourth 
quarter, the sharp-eyed lad from 
Mississippi dunked five of the 
seven points needed to eliminate 
the Northwestern lead. However 
the crucial moment of the game 
came with 17 seconds remaining, 
O'Keefe calmly bucketed a free 
throw, forcing the game into ex- 
tra time. Score: 64-64. 

In the overtime period, the host 
team jumped into the lead as 
Sammy Booras looped in a long 
shot from the side. Murrel Walk- 
er followed with a charity toss. 
Revon then popped one to put his 
mates within a single point of 
the Demons. Shaw retaliated with 
a beautiful hook shot and 
Booras dunked a free throw. 

Southern bounced back as 
Weathers drove in for a crip shot 
and O'Keefe split the threads for 
four points. Artie Ranew notched 
the score at 72-72 with his two- 
pointer. 

The Floydmen then struck for 
five quick points as Clark swish- 
ed, Revon let fly a sinker, and 
Weathers made good a charity 
toss. 

Shaw hit with 30 seconds to 
go, but the Mississippians stifled 
the faint chances of a Demon 
tournament crown by freezing the 
ball for the remaining time. 

Both teams hit consistantly in 
the opening period. The action 
was swift and furious and the 
lead switched hands eight times. 
After eight minutes and 15 sec- 
onds had elapsed in the ballgame. ' 
Walker sent the Purple and 
White ahead 16-15. Revon 
snatched the lead away with a 
tally, but Collinsworth and Shaw 
returned it, firing in two buckets. 

Gallagher struck for the Sou- 
therners and Walker and Ranew 
added five more for the Demon 
cause. The team rested at the 
quarter mark with the Demons in 
possession of a six point advant- 
age, 25-19. 

In the second canto a personal 
battle was waged between Revon 
of Southern and Shaw of North- 
western. Revon hit for eight 
points and Shaw sunk four field 
goals and three charity tosses.

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Why Can't We . . . 

Another of those situations — like line breaking 
in the dining hall j— which only the students can 
remedy is the misuse of the dormitory telephones. 

Altogether too many whys involved — why 
don't we answer the telephone when it rings; why 
don't we- make a reasonable effort to contact the 
party who is wanted on the phone ; why don't we see 
to it that the person for whom a message is intended 
receives it; why don't we limit the length of time of 
our calls so that others can use the telephone — why 
don't we do these things? 

Good questions which deserve consideration — 
consideration to the extent that individuals will take 
it upon themselves to do something about the matter 
because the system was installed for the convenience 
of the students and they can use it in the manner for 
which it was intended or abuse it and chance its 
eventual removal. 



The Dining Hall 

Not too long ago an announcement was made 
over the dining hall public address system that some- 
one had taken some articles which were lying on a 
table in the lobby of the dining hall and would they 
please return them, as they were private property 
and not dining hall property — inferring that the 
guilty party might return the items if he knew that 
they belong to some particular person and not to the 
school. 

When we consider that the money which each 
boarding student pays for his meals in the college 
dining hall does not go entirely for food and that in- 
cluded in those items which must be purchased with 
student meal ticket money are the salt and pepper 
shakers, the sugar and napkin dispensers, silverware 
and even milk bottles, we see that money which could 
and should be spent for more and better food is being 
used to replace these articles which find their way 
out of the dining hall quite regularly. 

In other words, the guilty ones are not putting 
anything over on the school; they are taking from 
their own pockets, and not only their own pockets 
but from the pockets of all the students who pay 
board. 



In an effort to avoid the daily traffic jam in the 
dining hall during rush periods, the students are 
asked to enter by the middle entrances and leave by 
the side exists, thereby eliminating the confusion at 
the side doors. 
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Major General Lewis B. Hershey Releases Information 
Concerning Selective Service Qualifications Test 



Major General Lewis B. Hersh 
ey, Director of Selective Service 
today reminded college students 
that applications for the April 24 
Selective Service Qualifications 
Test must be postmarked not 
later than midnight March 10. 

The deadline is necessary to 
allow the administrators of the 
test, the Educational Testing 
Service at Princeton, N. J., time 
to process the applications and 
assign each applicant to the test- 
ing center requested by the stu- 
dent — or to the closest possible 
alternative center — also to make 
administration arrangements con- 
sistent with the number who will 
take the test. There are more 
than 1,000 testing centers 
throughout the United States and 
its Territories. 

National Headquarters esti- 
mates that upward to 100,000 will 
make application to take the 
April 24 test. This will be the last 
test given during the current aca- 
demic year. 

Application blanks may be ob- 
tained by students from the near- 
est local board. They do not have 
to return home to the local board 
which has jurisdiction over them. 

To be eligible to take the Se- 
lective Service Qualification Test, 
an applicant, on the testing date 
(1) must be a selective service 
registrant who intends to request 
deferment as a student; (2) must 
be satisfactorily pursuing a full- 
time college course — undergrad- 
uate or graduate — leading to a 
degree; (3) must not previously 
have taken the test. 

National Headquarters said 
that recently completed statistics 
reveal that 61.3 per cent of the 
19,571 students who took the De- 
cember 13 ,1951 test made a score 
of 70 or better. Of the approxi- 
mately 340,000 who took the first 
four tests, 63 per cent made a 
score of 70 or better. 

The criteria for consideration 
for deferment as a student at the 
present time is either a score of 
70 or better on the Selective Ser- 
vice College Qualification Test or 
class standing among the male 
members in the upper half of the 
freshman class, upper two thirds 
of the sophomore class or upper 



three fourths of the junior class. 
Seniors accepted for admission to 
a graduate school satisfy the cri- 
teria if they are among the upper 
half of the male members of their 
senior class, or they make a score 
of 75 or better. 

These criteria are guides for 
the local boards. The local boards 
are under no compulsion to fol- 
low them, but any local board 
classification is subject to appeal. 
The appeal must be filed in writ- 
ing with the local board within 
10 days of the date the local 
board mails the notice of classi- 
fication. 

General Hershy has urged all 
eligible students to take the test 
so they will have scores in their 
files when the local boards re- 
consider their cases to determine 
whether or not they meet the cri- 
teria for deferment as students. 
He has emphasized many times 
that the present criteria are vari- 
ables which may be raised or 
lowered either to increase or de- 
crease the number of students 
as the national interest shall re- 
quire. 

General Hershey also has re- 
peatedly stressed that no defer- 
ment is an exemption. "A defer- 
ment is a delay or postponement," 
he said, "and In no way cancels 
the duty of the registrant to meet 
his obligations." 

A score of 70 on the Selective 
Service Test, General Hershey 
has pointed out, does not mean 
a student answered 70 questions 
correctly, nor does it mean 70 
per cent. A score of 70 on the Se- 
lective Service Test indicates the 
same level of ability as a score of 
120 on the Army general classi- 
fication test. Only 16 per cent of 
the entire population of this 
country are capable of achieving 
such a score. 

Many students have been con- 
fused in differentiating between 
the I-S and n-S deferments. The 
TI-S deferment is considered on 
the basis of class standing or 
qualification test and is discre- 
tionary on the part of the local 
board. It may be granted by the 
local board each successive year, 
thus enabling students who con- 
tinue to meet the criteria to 
complete their education. 



The I-S deferment, on the 
other hand, is provided for by the 
law. A college student ordered to 
report for induction while he is 
satisfactorily pursuing a full-time 
course is entitled to this I-S de- 
ferment until he finishes his 
academic year provided he has 
not had his induction postponed 
or been deferred as a student 
prior to June 19, 1951. He may 
be given but one such deferment 
and it is incumbent upon him to 
notify his local board of his stat- 
us when he receives the order to 
report for induction. 

On January 1, 1952, there were 
1,258,735 male college students 
between the ages of 18% and 26. 

The selective service status of 
these students was as follows:

Total males in college 18% to 
26, 1,258,735. 

Total students deferred or 
exempt, 891,000. 

Remainder potentially in pool, 
367,735. 

Many of these 367,735 cannot 
be inducted into the service be- 
cause they are members of the 
National Guard or organized Re- 
serves and approximately 40 per 
cent of the remainder will prob- 
ably fail to meet the minimum 
physical and mental standards.

"Our Navy" Mag. 
Publishes Article 
By NSC Teacher 

"Rocket-firing Guinea Pigs,' 
an article about LSM(R)s in 
World War H written by John C. 
Merrill, Jr., assistant professor of 
journalism at Northwestern, ap- 
pears in the March issue of OUR 
NAVY magazine. 

The story, accompanied by 
pictures showing the ships 
launching rockets at Okinawa, 
deals with the little-publicized 
amphibious assault craft used 
toward the end of World War n. 
The article tells how these ships, 
each capable of launching 1.0202 
five-inch rockets shoreward in 
less than a minute, paved the 
way for the more modern LSM 
(R)s presently in use in Korean 
waters. 

The 12 LSM(R)s, described in 
the article, were the only ships of 
their kind in the war, and proved 
a distinct irritant to the Japan- 
ese. This is attested to by the 
fact that nine of the 12 were hit 
by Japanese suicide planes (Ka- 
mikazes) in three months at 
Okinawa. 

Merrill, who served in the 
Navy's amphibious forces four 
years during World War n, was 
aboard two of the LSM(R)s 
which were dived on and hit by 
the Kamikazes. 

OUR NAVY magazine has asked 
Merrill to write another article 
for the July issue, describing the 
roles played by these versatile 
ships and the part they played in 
Korean landings.

Names of the NATB outstand- 
ing figures (two contributors, 
five coaches and ten players) 
were released today by the 
Helms Hall board. 

Hall of Fame awards will be 
made March 13 at Kansas City, in 
conjunction with a National As- 
sociation of Intercollegiate Bas- 
ketball luncheon. Presentation of 
the awards will be made by W. R. 
(Bill) Schroeder, managing di- 
rector of Helms Athletic Founda- 
tion. 

Photographs of those honored 
will be posted permanently ^n 
Helms Hall, Los Angeles. The 
biographical sketches of each will 
be filed in Helms Hall library. 

Prather is believed to hold the 
record for the moss years of con- 
tinuous basketball coaching at 
one institution.

College graduates and second- 
semester seniors with credit for 
one year of college physics and 
mathematics through integral 
calculus are now eligible to apply 
: for USAF commissions and gov- 
, ernment-expense training to be- 
come weather officers with the 
USAF Air Weather Service. 

Successful applicants will be 
commissioned as second lieuten- 
ants in the Air Force Reserve and 
ordered to active duty by mid- 
August 1952 to begin a 12 month 
meteorology course at one of sev- 
en participating U. S. colleges and 
universities. 

Schools which will offer the 
weather training course are the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, New York University, the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles, Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, the University of Chicago. 
Florida State University and the 
University of Washington. 

Interested young men and 
women who will graduate before 
August of this year are urged to 
write immediately to the Chief, 
Air Weather Service, Andrews Air 
Force Base, Washington 25. D.C.. 
for application forms and de- 
tailed instructions for applying 
for a USAF commission and 
meteorology training. 

Selection will be made on a 
best-qualified basis and, since 
several months will be required 
to process applications for the 
1952-53 program, interested men 
and women are advised to apply 
at once. 

Graduates who are accepted for 
the USAF-sponsored training 
program will be commissioned 
immediately and will attend the 
weather course as second lieu- 
tenants in a full pay status, in- 
cluding allowances for quarters 
and subsistence. 

During their initial tour after 
training, new weather officers 
will be assigned as forecasters in 
Air Weather Service weather sta- 
tions. The Air Weather Service 
is a global meteorological system 
in 26 countries which provides 
specialized weather service for 
the Air Force and Army wher- 
ever USAF and Army units may 
be found.

Major Martha Moseman, Wo- 
men's Medical Specialist Corps, 
who is stationed at Port Sam 
Houston, Texas was guest on the 
campus of Northwestern State 
College. February 28 and 29. This 
was her second visit to the camp- 
us, having been here about the 
same time last year. 

Major Moseman's purpose in 
coming was to talk with home 
-economics students concerning 
lietetics as a career in the army 
as well as in civilian life and to 
interest students in this field. 
While in Natchitoches, she gave 
talks to home economics students 
at Northwestern State, the Nat- 
chitoches high school and to 
senior students at St. Marys high 
school. 

In her talks, Major Moseman's 
emphasized the acute shortage of 
dietitians in army and civilian 
hospitals throughout the United 
States. She explained many types 
of possible jobs for girls with 
dietetics training other than 
lose jobs in hospitals and the 
dvantages offered to dietitians 
by the army. She also informed 
students of the dietetics intern- 
ship provided by the army for 
home economics students who 
" ave majored in this field.

occupational therapy programs 
of the army for college students. 



New Equipment 
For Biology Lab 

The department of biological 
sciences has added two new pieces 
of equipment to their laboratory. 
A McKesson Waterless Metabolor 
and a Bausch and Lomb Carbon 
Arc Micro Projector. 

Since 1946 a large amount of 
new and up-to-date equipment 
has been purchased. Part of this 
new machinery was necessitated 
by the addition of the nursing 
course; part by the addition of 
a course in the curriculum of 
medical technologists. This equip- 
ment is equal to that used during 
the hospital phase of their work. 

The McKesson Waterless Meta- 
bolor will enable students in 
physiology to make a number of 
important determinations re- 
garding normal and abnormal 
types of respiration. It will also 
provide a means of determining 
basal metabolism. Scientists use 
the word "metabolism" to des- 
cribe the rate the body is burn- 
ing up its fuel. In addition, the 
rate of metabolism under vary- 
ing conditions, such as exercise, 
can be determined. 

With the Bausch & Lomb Car- 
bon Arc it is possible to actually 
project onto a screen, microscopic 
objects, such as bacteria, blood 
cells, parasites, and sections of 
blood tissue. The advantage of 
this is the student sees the real 
object rather than diagrams or 
charts.

Never A Dull Moment, Expect The Unexpected 
May Well Be The Rule By Which Librarians Abide

"Well, I have to read it before 
Friday . . . but I don't remember 
the title. I don't remember the 
author either, but it's a red book 
about this big." 

These words, familiar to the 
ears of Northwestern librarians 
and student assistants, are an 
example of some of the confused 
and ridiculous requests for aid 
voiced by our college students. 

This aid is given cheerfully and 
regularly by the staff, who are 
called upon to use, not only their 
training in library science, but 
also their innate ability as de- 
tectives. 

For instance, there was the 
student who said: 

"I'm looking for a very famous 
piece of literature, but the only 
thing I know about it is that the 
title is something about a "red 
boat." After checking fiction 
catalogues for some length of 
time, the librarian asked if he 
knew anything about the author. 
"He was real famous — some 
Persian guy, I think." With this 



information she returned to the 
desk with the desired copy of 
Omar Khyyam's Rubaivat. 

The most frequent questions 
are asked about dates of holidays; 
however, questions about the his- 
tory of the college are numerous, 
too. The reference desk has re- 
ceived queries on everything from 
"how to tie a man's necktie" to 
"the origin of salt and pepper 
shakers." 

A request for a copy of the 
play The Missing Troop com- 
menced a search through play in- 
dexes an dcatalogues which ended 
with the discovery of the French 
comedy, Misanthrope, by Moliere. 

Library orientation is required 
for graduation, in order that stu- 
dents may gain independence 
and experience in doing reference 
work on their own. Nevertheless, 
the librarians are willing at all 
times to be of service. This orien- 
tation has as its purpose, also, to 
teach the rules and regulations 
concerning the NSC Library. 

In an orientation class under

ago, the question of why the 
library is opened 15 mniutes be- 
fore first period was asked of the 
group. Obviously, the answer was 
to allow time to return books on 
reserve before 8 o'clock. "I don't 
know, Mrs. Williams — to air it 
out, I s'pose," was the answer 
received. 

Needless to say, Library 101 is 
not designed to make you an ac- 
complished reference librarian. 
Moral of the story: Don't hesitate 
to ask for help, if after you have 
searched, you have discovered no 
material. 

. . . And then there was the 
one about the girl who kept 
getting large numbers of books 
from the stacks, flipping through 
them, sighing, and returning 
them to the desk. When asked if 
she needed some help, she in- 
sisted: 

"It just isn't in the library — 
I've looked through every Roman 
History in the card catalog and 
there isn't a work about the Ro- 
manic Period of English Litera- 
ture 1"

The following January, the 
group formally organized the 
Northwestern State College lib- 
rary club.

At a "banquet 
Miss Russell was formally in- 
stalled as honorary president of 
the club on November 6, 1946. 

For a long time, the club had 
been constantly considering and 
working for the establishment of 
a fraternity. On May 3, 1950, the 
American Librarian's fraternity, 
: Amerikaniki Bibliophylaken Ath- 
elfotes (ABA) was founded. 

Later, Beta chapter was estab- 
lished at Mississippi State Col- 
lege for Women, and Gamma 
. chapter was established at Indi- 
ana State Teachers College. 
Since then, the fraternity has re- 
ceived a petition for admission 
from San Jose College and in- 
quiries from schools in the states 
of Texas, Tennessee, Louisiana 
Connecticut and Iowa.

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INDUSTRIAL ED 

IN ANNUAL CONTEST 

The department of industrial 
education at Northwestern is 
sponsoring its second annual In- 
dustrial Education Awards con- 
test Saturday, April 26. The pur- 
pose is to stimulate interest in in- 
dustrial arts and vocational ed- 
ucation in Louisiana. Winners 
will be eligible to enter the Ford 
contest in Dearborn, Michigan in 
June. 

The contestants will be stu- 
dents in junior and senior high 
school, running from the seventh 
through the twelfth grades. The 
contest will also include trade 
school students. 

All instructors entering con- 
testants have been aksed by Wal- 
ter J. Robinson, professor of in- 
dustrial education at Northwest- 
ern, to submit 15 or 20 objective 
questions. These questions will be 
compiled into one test to be given 
to the entrants. This is important 
because the contest will not be 
based on craftsmanship alone. 

Also on the campus from April 
7th through 9th will be a short 
course in grading and inspecting 
southern pine lumber. 

The southern pine inspection 
Bureau of New Orleans will fur- 
nish trained personnel to con- 
duct the course. The lumber yards 
in Natchitoches are to furnish 
lumber for the inspection. 

The course is open to lumber 
manufacturers, retailers of lum- 
ber and building materials, col- 
lege students, and home builders. 
The class will be limited to the 
first 50 persons who enroll.

Lieutenant Emily Ogburn 
United States Marine Corps, will 
visit the Northwestern campus 
March 25-26 to outline the cur- 
rent Marine Corps officer candi- 
date program to women under- 
graduates and graduates.

The first class is expected to 
convene about June 16. 

Candidates ate paid approxi- 
mately si 42 .00 for the first six- 
weeks and $176.00 for the last 
course. In addition to pay and 
transportation to and frdm the 
training base, living quarters, un- 
iforms, and medical care will be 
furnished.

OF LA. LITERARY AWARD 



Last night at its annual Book 
Dinner, the Louisiana Library 
Association presented the literary 
award to Robert Tallant for his 
book The Pirate Lafitte and the 
Battle of New Orleans. 

Mr. Tallant's book was consid- 
ered the outstanding contribution 
to Louisiana literature in 1951. 

This book is illustrated by the 
well-known illustrator, John 
Chase. These two New Orleans 
men have combined to make Jean 
Lafitte and the Battle of New 
Orleans real to youth.

Public Relations 
Is Studied 
By La. Educators 

Seeking to discuss and form an 
active public relations program 
for high schools in this state, 
some 200 Louisiana elementary 
and secondary school educators 
met todaf on the Northwestern 
State college campus for a one- 
day workshop in public relations. 

The workshop was sponsored 
by the Louisiana School Super- 
intendents Association, the Lou- 
isiana Education Association, and 
the Louisiana State Department 
of Education. 

Principal addresses during the 
morning session were made by 
Dr. John A. Hunter, registrar at 
LSU, and by N. B. Hackett, field 
secretary of the LEA. Dr. Hunter 
noted that schools too often ig- 
nore the tax-paying public, which 
has a right to know what is go- 
ing on in the schools. Hunter 
said that the firiest public rela- 
tions consists "in having satisfied 
customers — a satisfied public." 

In the second address, Hackett 
emphasized that public relations 
is a two-way program. "Public 
relations involves much more 
than publicity and interpreta- 
tion," he said. A good program 
will integrate home, school and 
community and will lead to a 
better understanding between the 
school and the community, the 
j field secretary added. 

State Superintendent of Educa- 
tion Shelby M. Jackson spoke in 
the afternoon on the urgent need 
jfor better school public relations 
for the purpose of combating 
growing misunderstandings about 
Louisiana school activities. An- 
other afternoon speaker, Mrs. 
Ann Meridith VanNess, stated 
that a good public relations pro- 
gram must include planned ac- 
tivities for public and school par- 
ticipation, and well-organized 
public information techniques. 

Two panel discussions, partici- 
pated in by 18 Louisiana educa- 
tors, were held during the work- 
shop. The morning panel was "en- 
titled: "The People Should Know 
the Facts About Our Schools," 
and the afternoon discussion 
hinged on the subject, "Organiz- 
ing Public Relations Programs at 
the Parish and School Levels."

MY COUSIN RACHEL 

By Daphne du Maurier 

After thirteen years of anxious 
waiting on the part of the readers 
of Rebecca, the pen in Miss du 
Maurier's hand again moves to 
give the world another bewitch- 
ing and beguiling book, My 
Cousin Rachel. 

Was Rachel innocent or guil- 
ty? This question is presented 
early in the book and remains 
foremost in the reader's mind 
throughout the story. 

The scene is the Ashley estate 
on the windswept coast of Corn- 
wall, the time early nineteenth 
century. The narrator is Philip 
Ashley, who had lived happily 
with his uncle, Ambrose Ashley, 
on the family estate if Cornwall, 
until his uncle's ill health caused 
him to take a trip to Italy. There 
Ambrose met and married his 
half-English, half-Italian cousin, 
Rachel .widow of a man who had 
died in a duel for her sake. A 
few years later Ambrose died, 
leaving an unmailed letter read- 
ing, "One thought possesses me, 
leaving me no peace. Are they 
trying to poison me?" Were 
they? 

After his uncle's death, Philip, 
With little short of hatred for 
Rachel, received her in Cornwall. 
He fell under the influence of her 
charm, but sought an unconven- 
tional way out when he thought 
she may have poisoned his be- 
loved uncle. 

Miss du Maurier keeps the 
reader's interest by frequently 
dropping mysterious hints about 
Rachel's past. 

Was Cousin Rachel really a 
murderess or was she just a much 
misjudged woman?

Civil Service Region, Federal Of- 
fice Building, New Orleans, Lou- 
isiana. 

The open competitive civil ser- 
vice examination for Investigator 
(Trainee), $4205 a year, which 
was announced last December 
has failed to produce sufficient 
qualified applicants to meet ex- 
pected needs of his office, Mr. 
Leach said. As a result, it has 
been decided to accept applica- 
tions for the examination from 
college seniors who expect to 
graduate by June 30, 1952. 

Senior students who qualify in 
the examination may receive pro- 
visional appointments prior to 
graduation but they will not be 
entered on duty until all re- 
quired college work has been 
completed. 

Civil Service Commission in- 
vestigators conduct personal in- 
vestigations for loyalty, suitabili 
ty and security in connection 
with Federal employment. Trainee 
investigators who start at $4205 a 
year are promoted upon com 
pletion of the one-year training 
period to the position of Invest! 
gator, $5060 a year. Appointments 
are to be made in the Tenth Civil 
Service Regional Office, New Or- 
leans, and in other localities in 
Louisiana and Mississippi. The 
work will involve considerable 
travel. 

In addition to meeting certain 
experience or education require- 
ments applicants must qualify in 
a written examination and they 
must demonstrate to an interview 
ttiat they possess the character- 
istics necessary for the proper 
performance of the duties of an 
investigator.

Langridge, a history and gov- 
ernment major from Shreveport,

At present, Langridge is vice- 
president of student body and 
was recently executive committee 
repersentatiev to the Student 
Federation at Louisiana College. 
Last year he was vice-president 
of the Senate. 

Jim Yergler, accounting major 
from Cissna Park, Iillinois, in a 
prepared statement said, "In fil- 
ing my candidacy for student- 
body president, I felt that there 
was a need for a progressive and 
active student body government 
here on the hill. Both the college 
and the student body need such 
a government — a government 
that will strive to close the exist- 
ing gap between faculty and stu- 
dent body and result in amiable 
contacts that only benefit the 
student in a more thorough ed- 
ucation in the field indicated by 
his abilities.

A mem- 
bere of the honor court, Yergler 
is an officer in the "N" Club and 
a member of Pi Omego Pi, an 
honorary business fraternity. 

Efforts were made to get the 
oolitical platform of Rudy Ber- 
lin, but because he was gone to 
West Point for the week, he was 
not available for comment.

Lt. Col. James W. Bowman, 
commanding officer of the North- 
western State college ROTC, an- 
nounced this week the establish- 
ment of a new award to be given 
annually to an outstanding cadet. 

The award — the Baker award 
— named after its donor, Colonel 
Thomas A. Baker, USAR, of Nat- 
chitoches, will be a watch, pre- 
sented each year to one cadet of 
the Second Year Advanced Course 
who best meets the following re- 
quirements based upon the last 
two years of military and aca- 
demic work. 

(1) Grades in academic sub- 
jects exclusive of military science 
— 30 points, (2) Grades in mili- 
tary science — both theoretical 
and practical — 30 points, and (3) 
Qualities of leadership (to in- 
clude character, iniative, force, 
leadership, cooperation, loyalty, 
industry, military bearing and 
neatness) — 40 points. 

The award will be made for the 
first time at the end of the spring 
semester, Colonel Bowman said. 

Colonel Baker has been active 
in military activities since World 
War I when he served overseas 
in the Navy. After the war he 
became a member of the Louisi- 
ana National Guard. He served 
in the Guard until 1941, when he 
entered active federal service 
with the rank of captain. 

During World War II, after 
serving with various antiaircraft 
artillery units in training in the 
TJ. S., he was given command of 
the 559th Antiaircraft Artillery, 
which he took into combat in the 
European Theater. His unit was 
credited with destroying 50 ene- 
my aircraft, some of which were 
Jets. 

He returned to the 0. S. in 
September, 1945, and was sepa- 
rated from the Federal Service as 
a full colonel. He is the recipient 
of the Bronze Star Medal, the 
Purple Heart and the European 
Theater ribbon with four cam- 
paign stars. 

In November, 1947, he activated 
the 2nd Battalion, 199th Infantry 
Loaisiana National Guard and 
commanded it until 1948. He is 
now in the active Reserve as a 
member of the 314 Logistic Com- 
mand with headquarters in 
Shreveport. 

Colonel Baker is a graduate of 
Northwestern State College (class 
of 1925), and has made his home 
in Natchitoches since 1928. He is 
married and Mrs. Baker is the 
former Cora Hill of Natchitoches. 
They have four children.

Seven students completing the 
three-year nursing course estab- 
lished at Northwestern State 
College were honored at a lunch- 
eon at the Baptist Hospital in 
Alexandria, March 27. 
i About sixty persons including 
the honorees gathered in the 
hospital dining room where the 
school colors, purple and white, 
were featured in the place cards 
and table decorations. The place 
cards were miniature diplomats 
tied -with purple ribbon. Purple 
and lavender larkspur and pearl 
bush with nandina foilage and 
pansies formed the centerpiece. 
I Mr. W. Wilson Turner, hospital 
[ administrator, served as toast- 
master and introduced the fol- 
lowing speakers: Miss Nelwyn 
Hixon, director of nursing serv- 
ice. Baptist Hospital; Miss Sada 
Haynes, local director of the 
Northwestern nursing program, 
Dr. Robert J. Freeman, and rep- 
resentatives of the graduating 
class and other students. 

These young women are the 
first to complete the requirements 
for a diploma in the NSC depart- 
ment of nursing. They received 89 
weeks clinical practice at Baptist 
and eight weeks at Central Lou- 
isiana State Hospital. This is the 
first time that a Louisiana state 
psychiatric hospital has offered 
its clinical facilities for the edu- 
cation of nurses in the basic pro- 
gram.

Political campaigning ran high last Wednesday night at the rally in the Fine Arts 
auditorium as all the candidates seeking student body and class offices presented their 
platforms and qualifications before the students. 

Approximately 250 students attended the rally and a very few remained to hear 
the candidates for the class offices make their speeches. 

Don Jones, student body presi- 
dent, presided over the meeting 
and introduced all the candidates 
who spoke before the entire as- 
sembly. 

The climax of the general as- 
sembly came as the three candi- 
dates for student body president, 
speaking last on the program, 
made their speeches. Leland 
Langridge, senior history and 
government major, was the first 
of the presidential aspirants to 
appear before the students and 
present his views and qualifica- 
tions. 

Langridge said he would strive 
for (1) student operation of the 
student center cafe when pro- 
fitable, (2) economy in expendi- 
ture of student funds, including 
elimination of National Student 
Association trip for the president 
and vice-president. (3) economy 
for individual students, especially 
the reduction of costs per student 
to name band performances, (4) 
more student participation in 
selection of artist series program, 
(5) more disciplinary and judicial 
action concerning students by 
students, (6) increased partici- 
pation in student government, 
with emphasis on great contact 
between officers and members of 
the student body, and (7) better 
city-student body co-operation. 

Langridge was NSC represent- 
ative to the executive committee 
of the Student Federation of Lou- 
isiana Colleges and Universities 
this year. In 1951. he was a dele- 
gate to the Congress of United 
States National Student Associa- 
tion, at the University of Minn- 
esota. 

Rudy Berlin, junior math ma- 
jor from Nederland, Texas was 
the next speaker on the program. 

Berlin stated that he advocated 
improved student government 
and an increase in activity as 
well as a closer association with 
the interests of individual stu- 
dents. He said he would work for 
dormitory improvements, especi- 
ally better telephone facilities. 

Continuing, Berlin pointed out 
that he would attempt to secure 
better date-night hours for all 
the women students and foster 
more and better social functions 
of varied types for the entire 
student-body. 

Berlin closed his speech by 
promising that he would at all 
times, if elected, be interested in 
hearing the ideas and/or com- 
plaints of all students and con- 
stantly work to help each one. 

Jim Yergler was the last can- 
didate to speak before the gen- 
eral assembly. He said that he

conspicuous contributions that 
representatives of this student 
body have presented has been 
our system of precinct voting and 
its marked success. Once unique 
with NSC., this system has been 
adopted by numerous colleges 
throughout the country — I can 
offhand recall six who have in- 
stituted the method on their i 
campuses since I have been af- 
filiated with student government 
here. 

The turnout of voters here has 
ranged from around 60% to as 
high as 95% since student gov- 
ernment has existed here. In last 
year's election, to which the 
writer specifically referred, over 
750 students voted out of ap- 
proximately 1200 living on camp- 
us and commuting who were 
eligible to vote. That is an over- 
all voting percentage of 62.5% — 
and the percentage voting among 
those living on campus Is ordi- 
narily 15 to 20 percent higher 
than the overall avearge. How- 
ever, this can not be accurately 
ascertained, since the Registrar's 
Office no longer keeps a readily 
available breakdown of enroll- 
ment from which the necessary 
information can be obtained. 

I agree with the general com- 
ment of the writer on the unde- 
sirability of student apathy 
toward campus elections here; 
however, either his factual in- 
formation was obtained from a 
misinformed party or he made no 
attempt at all to clarify those 
statistics. Hence this clarifica- 
tion.

MIRACLE AT CARVILLE 
by Betty Martin 

"The most beautiful Christmas 
was when I was nineteen and the 
world was mine," the author of 
"Miracle at Carville" begins. 
That Christmas night the doctor 
— she had consulted one about 
some unimportant-looking pink 
spots — told her parents she had 
leprosy. "Get her away before 
she infects the whole city!" The 
word "leprosy" makes even doc- 
tors, who ought to know better, 
panicky. They got her away — to 
Carville, Louisiana, the only 
leprosarium in the United States, 
and this book is her story from 
that time on. 

The miracle at Carville, re- 
ported by Betty Martin, is really 
two miracles. First is the medi- 
cal miracle by which she and her 
husband, after suffering with the 
disease for many years, were 
finally cured with the help of two 
new drugs, Promin and Diasone. 



That, in itself, is an exciting, 
suspense-filled account of human' 
hopes, temporary defeat, heart- 
break, and final triumph. 

There was another miracle at 
Carville, the National Leprosar- 
ium in Louisiana, which is now 
only a number Public Health 
Service Hospital. It was a miracle 
of human courage when there 
seemed to be no hope, of people 
facing adversity and making new 
lives for themselves when every- 
thing seemed futile, and of a 
grim fight against disease that 
seemed, at first, more likely to 
be lost than won. 

Betty Martin was nineteen 
when the tell-tale spots of Han- 
sen's disease appeared on her 
body. On January 15, 1928, she 
entered Carville. A few months 
less than twenty years later she 
left the hospital, cured; but for 
at least fifteen of those years 
there seemed to be no hope for 
her, and even less for Harry, her 
husband. Yet in those years they 
led a busy, satisfying life, in 
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which they worked to remove the 
stigma from this ancient disease. 
That, too, is the miracle at Car- 
ville, the finding of happiness 
through the helping of others, 
the fight for an ideal, and the 
making of a rich, full life where 
it would seem there was only 
death. 

The story is told with restraint 
and understanding and should do 
much to remove the ignorance 
concerning this dread disease 
which is clearly pictured, as are 
the horrible conditions that used 
to exist at Carville.

These freshmen members shall be 
non-voting delegates until the 
beginning of the second semester 
at which time they shall receive 
full voting power. 

Executive Department, Article 
5, Section 1, Sub-section "f": 

The President of the senior, 
junior, sophomore, and freshman 
classes, the last to receive full 
voting power only during second 
semester of office. 

Amendment Number Three — 
Student Association Officers, Ar- 
ticle 6, Section 5, Sub-section 

"a": 

Ceremony: The inaugural cere- 
mony shall be held during the 
last month of the Spring semes- 
ter in which the association of- 
ficers are elected. The retiring 
members of the Student Council 
shall constitute a committee for 
properly carrying out the inaugu- 
ral ceremonies. In case of ab- 
sence of retiring officers, the 
President of the college shall pre- 
side at the inauguration. The 
oath shall be administered by the 
chief justic of the Honor Court. 

Amendment Number Four — 
Publications. Article 7, Section 3, 
Sub-section "c": 

The editor of the Current 
Sauce shall be paid in accordance 
with an eight or a ten-period 
payment, according to whether or 
not the Current Sauce is pub- 
lished during the summer, and 
the editor of the Potpourri shall 
be paid on a nine-payment basis. 
The Business Manager of the 
Current Sauce and the Business 
Manager of the Potpourri shall 
receive 15 and 25 percent re- 
spectively of advertising collec- 
tions, not to exceed the equivalent 
of the full-time scholarship. The

Selective Service 
Announces Date 
Of Next Test 

Major General Lewis B. Her- 

shey, director of selective service, 
today announced an additional 
Selective Service College Qualifi- 
cation Test to be held May 22 
at 1,000 testing centers for the 
benefit of students prevented by 
illness, emergencies or some other 
reason from taking the test on 
December 13, 1951, or April 24 of 
this year. 

Officers at National Headquar- 
ters said they could not empha- 
size too strongly that students 
who have an admission ticket for 
either the December 13, 1951, or 
the April 24 test which they fail- 
ed to use on the assigned date 
must submit a new application if 
they wish to take the May 22 test. 
The old admission ticket, they 
pointed out, will not admit a stu- 
dent to the May 22 test. He must 
make application for and receive 
a new admission ticket. 

Application blanks for the May 
22 test may be obtained by stu- 
dents from the nearest local 
board. They do not have to re- 
turn home to the local board 
which has jurisdiction over them. 
Application for the May 22 test 
should be mailed as soon as pos- 
sible to the Educational Training 
Service, Princeton, New Jersey.

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Aquatic School 
On NSC Campus 
June 1-11 

The 11th annual American Red 
Cross National Aquatic School, 
conducted on the campus of NSC, 
begins June 1 and extends 
through June 11. 

Usually attracting about 100 
people fro 10 to 12 states, the 
school is primarily for instructor 
and leadership training. To en- 
roll, individuals should have plans 
to teach water safety, first aid, 
or accident prevention and thus 
pass their knowledge on to others. 
Louisiana and Mississippi are 
chiefly served by the school here. 

Two semester hours of college 
credit can be earned during the 
intensive 10-day course of study, 
which includes swimming and 
diving, life saving and water 
safety, first aid and accident pre- 
vention. 

This year the Northwestern 
school will offer a course in swim- 
ming for the handicapped and 
disabled. It is open to second 
year aquatic school students, 
physical therapists, physical edu- 
cation teachers, and to authoriz- 
ed Red Cross Water Safety in- 
structors who will be engaged in 
work with the handicapped and 
the disabled. 

Instructors at the school are 
selected from among the best- 
known authorities and teachers 
in the fields of aquatics and safe- 
ty. The NSC aquatic school is 
under the direction of an ex- 
perienced area staff member of 
the Red Cross. 

Enrollment fee for the 10-day 
course is $40. Applications are 
available at Red Cross chapter 
offices, and must be sent to direc- 
tor, First Aid & Water Safety, 
Red Closs, 230 Spring St., N. W., 
Atlanta, Ga.

WITH ALL MY HEART 
by Margaret Campbell Barnes 

It is something of a paradox 
and a triumph to write a novel 
about the life and times of King 
Charles H of England in a way 
that will emphasize purity and 
the conjugal life. 

Mrs. Barnes has chosen to tell 
her story from the viewpoint of 
Catherine of Braganza, who was 
Charles's loyal queen for all his 
reign. She builds up the premise 
that a deep love and devotion 
existed between the two in spite 
of frequent separations, frequent 
infidelities on Charles's part, a 
difference in religions, and Cath- 
erine's unfortunate inability to 
bear children. There was a group 
which attempted to promote an 
official separation between the 
pair on the grounds that she was 
unable to give England an heir. 
In spite of the fact that the sepa- 
ration would thus have been 
made easy, Charles refused. 

Catherine is seen as a warm 
and attractive person. Strictly 
brought up, not at all beautiful, 
she won Charles's respect, if not 
his ardent love. 

Everything is here, of course, 
from the young Catherin'es wide- 
eyed preparations for her wedding 
to the old Catherine, brooding 
over her lost lover in yet an- 
other place, twenty years after 
Charles's death. 

It has all the makings of a 
bang-up historical novel except 
the breath of life.

SUPERIOR PLAYS (Those with 
a score of 90% or above as de- 
termined by the Thespian Score 
Sheet), GOOD PLAYS (Those 
with a score of 70 to 79 % . 

The critic judge will bring his 
remarks to a close by announcing 
the names of the six students, 
who, in his opinion, gave the best 
performances of the entires festi- 
val. Those six students shall 
comprise the "All-State Festival 
Cast." 

Certificates of Excellence shall 
be awarded by the National Thes- 
pian Society to all schools which 
receive a classification of SU- 
PERIOR in the state festival.

a long distance telephone call 
from anywhere except home. Stu- 
dents were not summoned to 
answer any other calls, for the 
dean answered these. 

Students were required to at- 
tend daily assembles and take 
part in singing on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

In the earliest days all men 
students boarded in town and no 
men students were allowed on the 
campus after 5 p.m. in the after- 
noon. Normal at that time was 
surrounded by a high board wall, 
which was closed and locked at 
5 p.m. 

The dorm rules then were: 

Feather beds and cotton com- 
forts and quilts were not allowed 
in the dorm. 

All dorm girls must provide 
themselves with umbrellas, rubber 
over-shoes and rain-coats. 

Money in excess of 50 cents 
must not be kept in the bedrooms 
at any time. 

So when you hear people com- 
plaining about their restrictions 
now, just remember — "you 
never had it so good."

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What Happened 

The spring student body elections are now a 
thing of the past. Whereas the overall venture may 
be tabbed a success, a very noticeable apathy on the 
part of those who should have been chiefly concerned 
marred the final race which witnessed thirty per cent 
less students going to the polls than had voted in the 
first two primaries. 

What happened! The first two races had pub- 
licity, campaigning, rallies and the whole-hearted 
interest of the present student leaders and the candi- 
dates. And the students responded with an eighty 
per cent turn-out at the polls. 

Came the student senate elections and the dead- 
line for filing intentions had to be extended so that 
enough students would qualifiy for the positions. 
Twenty-one names appeared on the ballot from which 
sixteen were elected to office. Where was the inter- 
est? 

The student senate plays a vital role in campus 
government. It's work is chiefly legislative and be- 
cause of this fact, its membership should be repre- 
sentative of as many trends of student opinion as is 
possible. This representative factor could have been 
more definitely guaranteed had the students had a 
greater variety of candidates from whom to choose. 

The decrease in the* number of students participat- 
ing in the third election was the natural climax to a 
race which could have been and, most definitely, 
should have been more successful than the first two. 



We Repeat 

The age-old problem of cheating on examina- 
tions always seems to reach a climax as the semesters 
draw to a close. 

We as students should have enough pride and 
integrity to avoid this practice which should conflict 
with our ideals. 

It may well be that this method of getting by is 
just,a spoke in the gigantic whel of moqnl degrada- 
tion which seems to be crushing whatever principales 
we have cherished as our national heritage. 

If we are to be responsible leaders in the ex- 
pectation of being a credit to our God, our fellowmen 
and our country, then we must lay a foundation that 
will last.

In The Library 

THE SUDDEN GUEST 
by Chistopher La Farge 

This novel has three aspects: 
it is first a story of how 'a New 
England spinster lived through 
two violent storms, the hurricane 
of 1938 and the lesser storm of 
1944; secondly, it is a character 
study of Carrel Leckton, a typical 
product of her age and environ- 
ment; and finally it is a kind of 
long parable — one peculiarly 
appropriate to our time — deal- 
ing with the responsibility of the 
single person to the community 
which holds him, like it or not, 
in non-cancellable membership. 

What Mr. La Farge has done — 
has magnifciently done — is to 
pour into a single character, to 
distill over all, all the essential 
oils of a time and a place in 
our human history and geogra- 
phy. He has painted a portrait, 
and his subject, very much one 
living person, so sums up a host 
of generically like person we 
have known that we feel as we 
do with some of Copley's best 
pictures, we have surely some 
time, somewhere met and known 
Miss Leckton very well. 

This novel is valued for its 
fine fidelity to New England and 
for its sure deliniation of the 
battered coast and the coast 
dwellers. It is valued for its skill 
in contrast: the contrast in ef- 
fect of the two great storms — 
the first, so unexpected, so ruth- 
less; the second, foreseen and 
doubly dreaded: and above all, 
the contrast in these New Eng- 
enders, these people of Negro. 
Jewish, Italian. and Yankee 
blood whose impact cracks the 
hard shell of Miss Leckton and 
reveals the heart of the story.

Editor's Note: This article ap- 
peared in the Friday, April 4, 
1952 issue of The Daily Reveille, 
L.S.U.'s student paper. The article 
was copied verbatim. 

GUY 'Blond Baby' NESOM 
Guy Nesom, the blond giant 
from Tickfaw, who was a bulwark 
in the Bengal line and whose 
shStniy toe was the salvation of 
the Tigers in many contests, was 
elected in the Hall of Fame for 
the year 1929. 

He was the stalwart tackle on 
the grid squads frofi 1926 thru 
1928 and was star weightman in 
the shot and discuss on the track 
squads of 1927, 1928 and captain 
of the 1929 cinder Squad. 

In the Ole Miss game in 1926 
his educated toe gave the Tigers 
a 3-0 win on a field goal and his 
field goal against the Mississippi 
Aegies in 1927 gave the Bengals 
a close 9-7 win. He was tied in 
the SIC with two field goals in 
1926 and led the SIC in field 
goals in 1927 with two. 

The big "Blond Baby" broke 
s Southern shotput record at 
Southwestern relays at La- 
ette in 19?7 with a 45-foot, 9- 
i heave. In the Georgia Tech 
ays he set the SIC mark in 
ot nut with a heave of 43- 
"s and threw the dis- 
r a mark of 135-feet, 
». That year Coach 
iey won for the Ole 
,e its first title in the 
Southern Intercollegiate Confer- 
ence since its organization In 
1922. 

In the 1929 Southwestern re- 
lays Cantain Nesom broke the 
carnival record with a heave of 
46-feet.. 6-inches. In the Georgia 
Tech Relays he broke the relay 
shot record by tossing the Iron 
ball 46-feet. 11-inches. 

Nesom was the varsity heavy- 
weight on both the intercollegiate 
boxing and wrestling teams, and 
during his senior year he was a 
member of the varsity basketball 
squad, playing In a number of 
games. 

A member of Theta Kappa Nu 
fraternity, he was vice president 
of the sophomore class and presi- 
dent of the junior class. In 1928 
the Arts and Sciences junior was 
voted the most admired man on 
the campus. He also was cadet 
colonel and served on both the 
student and honor councils. 

He received the 1st Kemper 
Williams Saber, awarded annual- 
ly to the outstanding cadet of- 
ficer. - -i— 

After finishing his career as 
All-Southern tackle on the Tiger

The twin one-hit jobs turned | 
in a week ago was the first in 
the history of the American 
League. You remember that one 
don't you? Bob Feller lost to Bob 
Cain as both pitched one-hitters. 
The run came in the first inning 
off Feller and that was all Cain 
needed. The hit off Cain came 
in the seventh and the one off 
Feller came by the first man up 
in the ball game. Actually Feller 
pitched nine innings of no-hit 
baseball. This was Bob Feller's 
13th one hit job and the first one 
he ever lost. 

Art Houtteman, always known 
as a hard luck pitcher, had an- 
other taste of misfortune. He 
missed a no-run, no-hitter by one 
out. With two out in the ninth, 
Simpson of Cleveland got. a single 
to ruin his effort. The Tigers 
were ahead of Cleveland 13-0 at 
this point. The bum ought to 
have struck out and gave it to 
him. 

The Demons finished off a 
good season in baseball, although 
.with a few breaks going the other 
way. they could have had a better 
one.' We won 13 and lost 11 over 
the route. The conference record 
stands at 10 wins and 6 losses. 
NSC was the only team in this 
division to beat Southwestern and 
we did it twice. Here is how the 
Demons did against the confer- 
ence teams: Centenary, 3-1: Lou- 
isiana Tech, 2-2: Louisiana Col- 
lege, 3-1* and SLI 2-2. 

Johnny Emmons led the hitters 
with a tremendous .444 average 
in conference competition. Ron- 
ald Martin led in runs batted in 
with a total of 28 in the 16 con- 
ference tilts.

bed as most possible runner-ups 
are Southeastern and Southwest- 
ern. In the dark horse roles will 
4: be Northwestern and Louisiana 

Tech. 

Among the 170 athletes from 
seven different schools will be 
some of the finest track men in 
this section of the country. Such 
men as Loyola's Rocker, who is 
favored to win the shotput, dis- 
cus.and javelin, shall make their 
bid for the outstanding trackmen 
of the meet. Thus far this season, 
Rocker has equaled the record in 
shotput, and has bettered the 
marks set in the discus and jave- 
lin. Bullard of Louisiana College 
and Broussard of Southeastern 
will affr«nt Rocker with strong 
competition in the shotput. In 
the discus it will be Barnard of 
Southwestern, Pyburn of Centen- 
ary, and Bankston of Louisiana 
College providing the heaviest 
obstacles to the Loyola lad.

During the war she was the 
only woman on the faculty of 
the naval officers training unit at 
Dennison university in Ohio. 

She is a member of Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma, Pi Gamma Mu, and 
Kappa Delta Pi, national honor- 
ary fraternities. Her social so- 
rority in college was Kappa Al- 
pha Theta. At Columbia she was 
president of the Dean's Club. She 
was president of the American 
Association of University Women 
at Gainsville, Georgia, and Cape 
Girardeau, Missouri. 

She is an associate in the Haz- 
en foundation, a member of the 
Michigan Historical Society, the 
AAUW, and the National Associ- 
ation of Deans of Women. 

Her hobbies are collecting rare 
books and travel. She has travel- 
ed in Europe, the United States, 
Mexico, and Canada. Her book, 
Michigan, contains material on 
the history of the state.

Loyola University from New 
Orleans, Louisiana successfully 
defended its Gulf States Confer- 
ence track crown last Saturday 
night on the Northwestern cin- 
ders in a meet that saw six past 
records erased. 

Northwestern State College had 
to come from behind in the last 
two races of the evening to tie 
the Southwestern tracksters for 
second place. Following in order 
of placing were Southeastern, 
Louisiana Tech, Louisiana Col- 
lege and Centenary. 

The defending champions from 
the Cresent City captured two 
first places and one second place 
in the field events to jump into 
an early lead. 

Ray Rocker of Loyola proved to 
be the whole show in this com- 
petition as he set two new rec- 
ords. His discus throw of 138 feet 
7 inches erased the mark set by 
Peterson of Southeastern in 1949. 
and his shot put toss of 46 feet 8 
inches knocked out the old rec- 
ord of 4 feet 10 inches set by 
Smith of Louisiana Tech in 1949. 
In the third event this lad Rocker 
was nipped by Artie Ranew of 
Northwestern in the javelin 
throw.

The 
other entrants were hardly no- 
ticeable. 

Both team matched stride for 
stride covering three nuarters of 
the. mile. Comma- around the 
bend in the track Waiver, the 
Demon anchor man. nulled out 
in front.

Total points tallied by each 
team are as follows: Loyola 76, 
Northwestern and Southwestern 
(tie) 61%, Southeastern 52, Lou- 
isiana Tech 25, Louisiana College 
21% and Centenary 3%.
